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A challenge to be faced 


Most of this special enlarged issue of Searchlight is devoted to the exposure 
of the nazi terror group Combat 18. The past 14 months have been a period 
of detailed and often very risky investigation for intelligence gatherers from 
Searchlight and the Jewish community and, since just before Christmas, a 
team from Granada Television’s World in Action. The benefits of this co- 
operation can be seen on the pages of this issue and in the World in Action 
programme on C18. 

While this level of cooperation has been heartening, we have been disap- 
pointed by the lack of enthusiasm of some of the organisations targeted by 
C18 and a number of the MPs on the parliamentary Home Affairs 
Committee to stand up and give evidence or protest against C18’s criminal 
activities. We understand the reluctance of people with families who have 
been threatened to put them at further risk, but many who have refused to 
speak out are from left-wing “right-on” organisations. The Jewish Socialist 
Group, which has long accused the Jewish community’s leadership of taking 
a soft line on defence issues, has been put to shame by the bravery, ingenuity 
and hard work of the Jewish community’s defence department. 

Some of the MPs who have chosen to sit on the Home Affairs Committee, 
with responsibility for law and order issues and protecting the public from 
crime, should also show a bit more guts. When Searchlight gives evidence to 
the Home Affairs Committee next month, we shall not be shy of making 
known to its members our disdain at their lack of courage. 

The failure of the Metropolitan Police Special Branch to identify and root 
out the criminals of C18, whose offences extend to drug dealing as well as 
racial attacks, has partly stemmed from its refusal to work with other 
organisations that have put together a large amount of intelligence on C18. 
Where, outside London, a more open attitude has prevailed, successful 
police operations have taken place. London’s new Police Commissioner, 
Paul Condon, has publicly expressed his abhorrence of racism and 
promised firm action. He must understand that law and order in the capital 
has sunk to the point that a leading member of C18, who severely stabbed a 
person, was acquitted because a key witness was too frightened to appear in 
court after being threatened by gangs of C18 thugs. Surely people are enti- 
tled to full police protection from these thugs. It is pointless bringing these 
people to courts of justice if, through terror, justice cannot prevail. 
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wave of nazi terror has 

swept through Britain in 

the past 14 months. A well 
coordinated group of nazi gang- 
sters has copied the methods of 
Hitler’s stormtroopers and staged 
a series of incidents, ranging from 
hate telephone calls in the early 
hours of the morning, to savage 
beatings and arson attacks. 

They have attacked their opponents 
on the streets, singled out Jews and 
blacks for terrorist-type pressure and 
extended their range of targets to 
include organisations and individuals, 
such as green groups and activists, 
who have not been subjected to these 
kind of attacks in Britain in the past. 

Searchlight undercover agents oper- 
ating inside the far right have worked 
with a small team of anti-fascists 
throughout the country and activists

from the Jewish community for almost 
the whole of this period. Their aim has 
been to prevent some of the more seri- 
ous attacks and produce firm evidence 
of a full-scale criminal conspiracy that 
the police should now take immediate 
steps to stamp out. 


Since late 1992 we have worked in 
close cooperation with Granada televi- 
sion’s internationally acclaimed World 
in Action series to bring to the pro- 
gramme’s more than 8 million viewers 
a blow by blow account of the terror 
group Combat 18, also known as C18, 
Redwatch or Target. 


In this special enlarged issue of 
Searchlight we look at the origins of 
Combat 18, its leaders and the sinister 
figure that inspired its creation, its 
campaign of terror, its links with 
Ulster loyalist terrorism and _ the 
inability of the anti-fascist movement 
and the authorities to curb it. 


Assault, arson and death threats 
Combat 18 in operation 


C18 and its operations were going 

to be illegal. Its instigator, the 
American nazi Harold Covington, not 
only had a nazi terrorist background 
but also had strong and sympathetic 
links with certain far right ultra- 
nationalist elements in the provisional 
IRA. 

After his presence in Britain was exposed 
in Searchlight in June 1992, Covington 
returned to his base in Raleigh, North 
Carolina. From there he wrote to friends in 
the British National Party attacking 
Searchlight for its role in driving him out of 
Britain and offering copies of the Searchlight 
article about him through Resurgam 
Publications, PO Box 3017, Barnet, 
Hertfordshire, EN4 9PY. This is an address 
that will feature again in our story. 

Because the new organisation was going to 
be involved in illegal activities, Covington 
allowed it to use the address of his bulletin, 
Resistance, as an offshore mailing address. 
Combat 18 recruits were told to write to 
Dixie Press or Charles L Williams, PO Box 
37001, Raleigh, NC 27627-7001, USA. 

Throughout the last quarter of 1991 core 
members of C18 were preparing for action. 
Because a general election was in the offing, 
more members than usual of groups like the 
British National Party would be out on the 
streets canvassing and stewarding party ral- 


[: was clear from the outset that 


lies. This would be one of several pools of 
potential recruits in which C18 would go 
fishing. 

Other recruits would come from retired or 
semi-retired British Movement Leader Guard 
activists and football hooligans from the 
notorious Chelsea Headhunters, the 657 crew 
from Portsmouth, and clubs like Charlton, 
Millwall, West Ham and Leeds. Another pool 
for C18 would be followers of the Blood and 
Honour nazi music scene, especially the in- 
house security organisations that protect 
groups like Skrewdriver, No Remorse and 
Squadron. 

One event in November 1991 enhanced 
C18’s potential for moving in as an organised 
force of protectors of the far right. This was 
the failure of the security team run by Nick 
Griffin, leader of International Third Position, 
to secure David Irving’s revisionist gathering 


in London, which ended with the deportation’ 


of Fred Leuchter, Irving’s star American revi- 
sionist speaker, and the mainly BNP audience 
dispersing in trepidation. 

By the time the general election came 
round in April 1992, the leaders of Combat 
18, who had already seen their troops 
involved in street action on at least one occa- 
sion, felt it was time to formalise the organi- 
sation. 

Key potential recruits were invited by letter 
to attend a meeting in a London pub. It was 
immediately clear to those present that the 
new organisation, with its proclaimed objec- 


tive of starting to fight the race war, was a 
group to be reckoned with. 

New members were asked to spread the 
word to potential recruits. Those who were in 
a position to gather intelligence on target 
organisations, communities and individuals 
were told to send information, not to a British 
address, knowing that Searchlight would soon 
be on their trail, but to Covington’s post 
office box in the USA. Covington would then 
send back the intelligence and membership 
applications to a series of safe addresses in 
Britain. 

The May 1992 issue of Redwatch was typi- 
cal of what was to follow in the months 
ahead. Headed “a bimonthly report on the red 
front. Compiled by COMBAT 18,” it carried 
the slogan “let them hate so long as they 
fear”. Its address given was that of 
Covington’s Dixie Press. 

The bulletin consisted of three sheets. Two 
of them contained what C18 claimed were 
home telephone numbers and addresses of 
“reds”. But much of the information was 
years out of date and many of the people 
named were not communists or Trotskyists, 
as claimed, but Labour party members, mem- 
bers of refugee organisations and _§anti- 
apartheid activists. 

Redwatch reserved particular venom for 
members of the Jewish community especially 
those active in left-wing groups and the Anti- 
Apartheid Movement. 

On page 2 appeared a press cutting headed 
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Raleigh, NC

C18’s handiwork 


“Fascist arson attack on Star’. It came from 
the Morning Star and reported Combat 18’s 
attack on its new premises. Some of the 
raiders on this attack had been told that their 
target was the London office of Searchlight. It 
was only the fact that a group of people 
drinking in a pub across the road spotted 
flames coming from the front door of the 
building that averted a disaster that could 
have cost lives, as there were people asleep 
upstairs. 

The final page of the bulletin spelt out 
exactly what C18 stood for: the words race 
war, armed resistance, and C18 imposed on a 
photograph of Adolf Hitler and a drawing of 
a masked figure carrying an assault rifle said 
it all. 

Its tatty appearance may have been quite 
deliberate to make it look to outsiders that it 
came from some kind of nazi underground 
revolutionary army. 

The incitement of the arson attack at the 
Morning Star became the model for using the 
bulletins to direct and call the troops into 
action. Two serious arson attacks in 
Birmingham came as a direct result of the tar- 
gets being listed in Redwatch bulletins. The 
first fire was at the offices of the Democratic 
Left in August 1992 and the second at the 
Sandwell Unemployment and Community 
Resource Centre at the end of November. 

Not satisfied with their action, they 
returned to the unemployed centre early last 
month seriously damaging the building, 
smashing every window and, as in the earlier 
attacks, telephoning the victims afterwards to 
gloat. 
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Some clue as to the identity of those who 
were to become the main C18 operators had 
appeared some months earlier when a publi- 
cation appeared called The Rune. Claiming to 
be the bulletin of the Croydon branch of the 
BNP, it was an odd mixture. False names 
appeared on the editorial list and the politics 
combined national socialism and the third 
position. A feature on Gregor Strasser, head- 
ed “roots of the national revolution”, ended 
with the slogan: “Death to capitalist and red 
swine — we are the coming storm!” 

The indicator of things to come was the 
publication of home addresses and telephone 
numbers of people they claimed were reds 
and drug dealers. This was clear incitement to 
readers to take their own action. 

Issue 3 of Redwatch carried on its front 
page the symbol of the South African nazi 
AWB movement and the words “Zyklon-B: 
Over six million satisfied customers, 
Manufactured by Combat 18.” It again con- 
tained incorrect or out of date telephone num- 
bers of alleged anti-apartheid activists. 

This time Jewish community leaders were 
targeted. Aubrey Rose’s address and ex-direc- 
tory home number were printed, with a 
description of him as the “leader of the jewish 
(sic) defence force” and “a fat yid”, coupled 
with a threat that if he did not stop working 
against David Irving he might be hospitalised. 
Rose is a senior member of the Jewish com- 
munity’s representative body, the Board of 
Deputies, a lawyer and a member of the 
Commission for Racial Equality. 

Page 2 contained more names and address- 
es and claimed to have got hold of a lot of

Page 3 had drawings of men with masks 
carrying assault rifles and the slogans: 
“Whatever it takes ...” and “Combat 18, the 
only solution”. The bulletin claimed that C18 
had been responsible for beating up a group 
of Jewish students who had joined in an anti- 
racist protest march in Camden, north London 
last year. 

Out of date and inaccurate names, address- 
es and telephone numbers of Jewish students 
and their families have been circulated in 
Nottingham. Myra Woolfson, a member of 
the Jewish Socialist Group, suffered a series 
of abusive telephone calls calling her a 
“f...ing Jewish bitch” and threatening to 
injure her. The caller claimed to be from the 
British Ku Klux Klan, but her number had 
come from a C18 bulletin. 

Sometimes the mask almost dropped when 
people, including a woman calling herself 
“Samantha from the BNP”, telephoned mem- 
bers of the Jewish Socialist Group in London 
to check if the victim was at home before a 
man would telephone and threaten violence. 

We cannot know how many people have 
suffered similar attacks as the information in 
the C18 bulletins is so inaccurate that people 
who have no connection with black, Jewish, 
left, anti-apartheid, green or other target 
groups could have been attacked. One bul- 
letin described a south London vegetarian 
restaurant as a Trotskyist centre, when in fact 
all the people associated with it are Green 


, So 


party members. The restaurant appears to 
have got onto the list because it displayed a 
poster advertising an Anti-Nazi League event. 

One bulletin claimed Combat 18 had 
obtained more than 300 names and addresses 
of members of the Anti-Racist Alliance. We 
thought this was another idle boast until we 
learned that the home of Marc Wadsworth, a 
key member of ARA, had been broken into 
last year and documents stolen. 

A claim that C18 had raided an anarchist 
squat in south London, beaten an occupant 
and stolen documents featured in bulletin 4, 
but leading London anarchists say this never 
happened. This added to Searchlight’s suspi- 
cions that the claimed raid was a smokescreen 
to cover up the fact that Combat 18 had a 
highly placed source in anarchist circles who 
was not only supplying information but was 
encouraging them to carry out arson attacks 
on anarchist properties. 

On 12 July, Combat 18 took over the pro- 
tection of one of David Irving’s London 
meetings. On paper Derek Beackon, the 
BNP’s chief steward, was in charge of the 
operation, but in reality C18 was in charge, 
fielding a large group of well-known faces 
from the present and past, many of whom are 
paid-up BNP members, some very senior in 
the party. 

On 24 October, C18 repeated the exercise 
for another of Irving’s gatherings. This time 
it was clear the organisation was totally in 
control. 

In August 1992, C18 made its first coordi- 
nated attempt to attack people involved in 
anti-racist politics in London. Some 60 C18 
commandos attacked a pub containing a 
dozen members of Anti-Fascist Action. The 
anti-fascists managed to hold the enemy off, 
but the building was seriously damaged. That 
evening gangs of nazis, joined by skinheads, 
roamed the area attacking people at will. 

Finding AFA too tough a nut to crack, C18 
decided to attack a group of people from vari- 
ous left-wing groups and the Anti-Nazi 
League, who were selling papers in Brick 
Lane, east London. A team of up to 25 nazis 
gathered in the Blade Bone pub on Bethnal 
Green Road. Three men, one known as Wilf, 
went up to the street sale to survey the 
strength of the target group. On reporting 
back that the anti-nazis were only a dozen 
strong, not all of whom were capable of 
putting up a fight, the gang equipped itself 
with bottles and other weapons and set off to 
the attack. 

The nazis included casual BNP street fight- 
ers who were prepared to bloody the nose of 
the enemy and leave it at that. But the leaders 
and hard core consisted of criminals and hard 
men, who were carrying knives and iron bars 
and were ready to do much more serious 
damage. They swept down on the surprised 
anti-nazis, bludgeoning them into the ground. 
A woman anti-fascist tried to protect a man 
being kicked and beaten about the head. She 
was kicked across the street. 

The attackers included Charlie Sargent, 
street boss of C18; Eddy Whicker, a former 
executive member of the National Front and 
an NF parliamentary candidate in Birming- 
ham last April; Nicky Cooper; Rob “The 
Pig”, Charlie’s right-hand man and Steve 
Martin, a BNP member and close associate of 
loyalist paramilitaries in Britain. The attack 
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had taken less than one minute, but many of 
those who had taken part were shaken by the 
violence dished out by Sargent and his 
cohorts. 

The following night Charlie turned up bold 
as brass at a British National Party east 
London election rally with Derek Beackon, 
leading two groups of C18 and BNP stew- 
ards. The police swooped and rounded up 
more than a dozen BNP members of whom 
four were charged with participating in the 
previous day’s attack. But all four walked 
free after a few months following yet another 
inadequate police investigation. 

This was not the first time the police and 
Crown Prosecution Service had failed to deal 
with criminal elements among London’s 
nazis. In February 1992 a group of youngsters 
from the Anti-Nazi League had _ been 
ambushed while leafleting an estate in Tower 
Hamlets. The police made a number of 
arrests, but because their investigation was 
not thorough enough, the charges were gradu- 
ally dropped. The remaining charge of pos- 
session of illegal nazi material was kicked out 
on the direction of the judge. 

Searchlight can reveal that Eddy Butler, a 
leading member of the British National Party 
and until recently its east London organiser, 
left the scene of the crime covered in the vic- 
tims’ blood. Others who took part in the 
ambush included Simon Biggs and Gary 
Robson, who was seen wielding a bottle 
against the head of a victim. Dave Oaks, the 
man who walked away from the reduced 
charge, had told his associates that on his 
track record he had expected to get at least 
four or five years in prison. Richard 


Edmonds, a BNP senior officer, who was in 
the area with his van on the day, was stopped 
and questioned by the police. 

A Searchlight mole, who has a long track 
record on the far right, was present during the 
attack and helped clean the blood from 
Butler’s clothing afterwards. Searchlight 
decided to leave him inside the BNP to report 
on the growing danger from the emergent and 
increasingly well organised group of thugs 
around the party. Among other things, he was 
able to get inside the BNP’s headquarters reg- 
ularly and his intelligence has led to a series 
of substantial blows to the BNP and a stock- 
pile of information that we shall be using 
over the coming months. 

By the end of 1992, Combat 18 had a full- 
scale witch hunt under way. Although our 
mole was among those suspected, it was for 
completely the wrong reasons, but one of the 
Redwatch bulletins included a threat of vio- 
lence against him. The BNP went as far as 
circulating its members before the BBC 
Public Eye programme on the party in 
January, declaring he would be appearing in 
it. His non appearance on screen caused utter 
confusion in the BNP. 

Late last year the League of St George pub- 
lication League Sentinel published a supple- 
ment entitled Target, which contained infor- 
mation on Searchlight and other targeted 
organisations. The information was said to 
have come from what it called “Pro-Fascist 
Action”, the League’s own internal security 
set-up. Searchlight believes this was a flag of 
convenience for C18 and that political 
changes have occurred within the League to 
enable the two organisations to move closer. 


The League of St George has traditionally 
held a nationalist pro-republican point of 
view, following the late Sir Oswald Mosley, 
while the leaders of C18 are more than just a 
little close to UDA leaders on mainland 
Britain. A recent copy of League Sentinel and 
the presence of League officers alongside 
active loyalists at various fascist functions in 
the past year confirm the League’s move into 
the loyalist camp. 

The man running the League’s operations is 
John Harrison, not to be confused with anoth- 
er leading League figure, Doug Harrison. 
John Harrison, a security officer at the Ford 
car plant in Dagenham, Essex, lives in 
Goresbrook Road, Dagenham and has been 
acting as the League’s go-between with 
Charlie Sargent and other C18 bosses. 

Keith Thompson, whose role as a paid 
informant of Searchlight in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s was exposed during last year’s 
trial of Searchlight’s editor Gerry Gable, has 
managed to hang on to his League connec- 
tions, although he denies it. This is despite 
Charlie Sargent being one of those responsi- 
ble for casting suspicion on Thompson. Cheer 
up Charlie, Keith did not do it for ideological 
reasons, just for the bread. 

Suddenly Combat 18 published what it 
claimed was the last issue of Redwatch. The 
bulletin boasted of defending David Irving’s 
October rally with a 70-strong security squad 
and about attending a far-right concert to 
watch the groups Cock Sparrer and Elite at 
the Astoria, Charing Cross Road in autumn 
last year. They claimed that one of the bands 
had made a £300 donation to the work of 
Combat 18.

Once again, in what was the best produced 
of the bulletins, C18 printed telephone num- 
bers and home addresses. A new target was 
Mike Rosen, well known to millions of par- 
ents in Britain as the author of children’s 
books and a regular broadcaster. 

Fiona Watson from north London had her 
car smashed up after her now out of date 
address appeared. Addresses of alleged mem- 
bers of Red Action were years out of date and 
people were misidentified as members of 
organisations with which they had no connec- 
tion. Gerry Gable’s home address was pub- 
lished, but this was nothing new as it 
appeared three years ago in the final edition 
of National Front News. 

One incorrect address resulted in serious 
physical danger to an innocent bystander. 
One evening late last year a woman answered 
a knock on her front door and was confronted 
by four or five men dressed completely in 
black, wearing ski masks and carrying clubs. 
They seemed to realise they had the wrong 
address and hesitated, giving her time to slam 
the door on them. They then proceeded to 
batter the door down but neighbours rushed 
out and our “heroes” fled. The woman then 
received a follow-up hate letter. 

Despite the claim that this was the last 
Redwatch, the operation appears to have 
taken on a life of its own, with the publication 
of another bulletin headed “Sieg Redwatch”, 
carrying the slogan: “Combat 18. Dead ene- 
mies are the best propaganda. The future 
belongs to us!” Once again the sinister 
masked figure above the slogan “White 
Revolution is the only solution” appeared. 

A decision was taken a couple of months 
ago to continue producing Combat 18 materi- 
al. The man in charge is John Cato, a little 
known and secretive figure from Kent. 

What has become clear in charting the 
development of this terror group is that for 
the first time since the mid-1960s British 
nazis have been able to put together an organ- 
isation, albeit inspired from abroad, which is 
able to gather intelligence, analyse it, even 
though this is often inaccurate, and send out 
thugs and arsonists to act on it. 

People have suggested dealing with C18’s 
activities through the Race Relations Act. 
Searchlight maintains that C18 is a clear 
criminal conspiracy. It chooses a target, pub- 
lishes information on it and the target gets 
attacked. The best examples of this are the 
arsons in London and Birmingham. The tar- 
get addresses appeared in Redwatch bulletins 
and the attacks were the result. 

In late March a five-strong commando 
from C18 carried out a daring but vicious raid 
against a soft target in the heart of London’s 
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Hate letter sent after C18 thugs visited one of the incorrect addresses printed in 
Redwatch. The occupier was unconnected with the anti-fascist movement 


East End. The thugs, wearing combat gear 
and ski-masks and carrying clubs, forced their 
way into the offices and bookshop of the 
anarchist Freedom Press. An old man was 
hurled across the room, a woman was buried 
under books, the printing press, which prints 
for several organisations, was wrecked and it 
is thought subscription lists were taken. 
Combat 18 might in the medium term turn 
out to be more of a hindrance than a help to 
John Tyndall, leader of the British National 
Party. Despite his own early activities in 
paramilitary groups, Tyndall may find that 
instead of riding on the back of the C18 tiger, 
his party will finish up inside it. One only had 
to look at the BBC Public Eye programme 
exposing the BNP in January to see what a 
major role C18 played in protecting the east 
London branch meeting filmed. Charlie’s

hile Harold Covington was 
the catalyst to C18’s forma- 
tion and continues to advise 


its leaders on direction and tactics, a 
number of people have emerged in key 
roles in the organisation. 


The foremost is Paul David Sargent, com- 
monly known in far-right circles as Charlie, 
or by his affectionate cohorts as “Ginger 
Pig”, because of his hair colour and rotund 
appearance. 

Charlie, who was born in 1960, has been an 
activist since the late 1970s, when he was 
well known in British Movement circles as a 
man always ready to pull a knife against his 
opponents. 

In 1978 he was convicted on offensive 
weapons and threatening behaviour charges 
and was involved in violent disorders. By 
1981 Charlie was revealed to be a drug-push- 
er as well as a political thug. Arrested in 
Sweden, he was sentenced to 18 months’ 
imprisonment for importing illegal drugs 
from Amsterdam. No sooner had he been 
returned to Britain, then he was arrested again 
and imprisoned for possession of illegal drugs 
with intent to supply. 

In the mid-1980s, Stuart Chandler and 
Stewart Morgan (Mad Matty Morgan’s 
younger brother), two key members of British 
Movement and part of Charlie’s old circle, 
were sent to prison for six years for importing 
millions of pounds worth of drugs into the 
UK from Holland. Customs investigators told 
Searchlight at the time that this appeared to 
be part of an ongoing pattern involving active 
members of British Movement. 

Charlie’s behaviour was so wild and disso- 
lute that his parents gave up on him eight 
years ago. One influence on Charlie at an 
early age might have been his recently reacti- 
vated older brother William, who now lives 
in Newmarket and was under investigation by 
the RSPCA last year for alleged involvement 
in dog fights. William had the reputation of a 
big hitter in the heyday of the National Front 
and is now apparently keen to play a very 
active role in Combat 18, putting in an 
appearance at recent British National Party 
activities in London. 

Charlie’s younger brother, Stephen, runs 
Resurgam Books from an address in Fordham 
Road, New Barnet, in north London. This is 
the main address that Covington uses to send 
orders and intelligence to Charlie. 

In 1989 Charlie was fined £300 by 
Camberwell magistrates for possession of an 
offensive weapon. The charge came up in 
Camberwell because Charlie is now 
ensconced in a block of flats in Hopewell 
Street, Camberwell with his partner Natalie 
Durrant and two children. 

Charlie was very active in his British 
Movement days in the embryonic hardline 
skinhead scene. Together with Chelsea head- 
hunter Chubby Henderson and hard man 
Gary Hitchcock, he helped to run bands and 
their security. 

Charlie plans to recruit to C18 not only 
members of the BNP and the nazi skinheads 
of Blood and Honour, but also his old chums 
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Eddie Whicker 
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Paul Ballard. 


in the football hooligan scene, including the 
notorious Chelsea headhunters. Charlie’s 
intention is to cover the country with self- 
supporting C18 units that do not depend on 
the BNP or any other political organisation to 
get them out onto the streets. 

Apart from his propensity to pull a knife at 
the drop of a hat, what has given Sargent a 
reputation to be reckoned with is his link with 
the Ulster Defence Association, now illegal in 
Northern Ireland but still allowed to function 
on the British mainland. The nearly 600 
Ulster loyalists and nazis who turned out to 
oppose the pro-republican march in London a 
couple of months ago saw Charlie in a posi- 
tion of real authority. 

When the police rounded up 295 of them, 
Charlie and his friends got a substantial 
fright. In the end, only five were charged, 
although the police could have charged many 
more, if they had not allowed C18 members 
and others to throw away weapons and give 
false names and addresses. It even appears 
that some junior officers gave advice about

suing the police for wrongful detention, a 
theme taken up in the March issue of British 
Nationalist, and suggested that the demon- 
strators make their way home through 
Kilburn, an area with a large Irish population. 
At least two local Irish couples were attacked 
and slashed by marauding gangs in the area 
that evening. 

Many people see Charlie as a willing tool 
of the UDA with his followers being used as 
extra muscle and the more intelligent ones to 
gather intelligence. 

One man who falls in both categories is 
Eddy Whicker. Whicker, who lives in a block 
of flats in London Road, Thornton Heath, is a 
dustman in Merton, south London. During his 
years in the National Front he gained a repu- 
tation of being one of the party’s toughest 
street fighters and a man capable of attracting 
blind loyalty and a large following on the far 
right. 

By the late 1980s Eddy Whicker was on the 
national directorate of the National Front and 
in April 1992 stood as a parliamentary candi-

date for the NF in Birmingham. But his heart 
was no longer in the organisation. Although 
he was seen with the BNP from time to time, 
he did not join, but stepped up his activity 
with the UDA, gathering intelligence and tal- 
ent spotting for potential new recruits. 

He was a natural early recruit for C18 and, 
as photographic evidence reveals, has been 
present on a whole range of their “minding” 
activities, while continuing his intelligence 
work for the people who call the tune that 
Charlie Sargent and his crew dance to. 

Derek Beackon, from Tower Hamlets, east 
London is another old British Movement 
hand on the scene. A former driver for the 
Greater London Council’s education depart- 
ment, this bitter man became even more psy- 
chotic in his attitude to black people and Jews 
when he was made redundant. He is now 
thought to be a newspaper seller with a pitch 
outside a docklands light railway station in 
east London. 

Beackon is nominally the British National 
Party’s chief steward, but it is clear from

those who watch the social interchange 
between him and Charlie Sargent that when 
Charlie says jump, Beackon asks how high. 
Beackon knows that without C18 it would be 
impossible for the BNP to guarantee the secu- 
rity of guest speakers like David Irving and 
various revisionist dross from America. 
Beackon is increasingly unsure where the 
loyalty of the BNP stewards would lie if party 
leader John Tyndall ordered them to make a 
stand against C18. 

One of the oddball characters around C18 
is Paul Ballard. Part of the old Croydon nazi 
scene, Ballard is a middle-aged linguist and 
former civil servant. His mother is Margaret 
Ballard, one of the financial backers of the 
National Front in the 1980s. 

Paul, or Trotsky as he has been nicknamed 
because of his “lefty” appearance, has been 
active in the past in British Movement and 
the National Front. After the NF split, he 
became a leading light in Patrick Harrington’s 
political soldiers, before moving on to the 
BNP and Combat 18. He lives in Carshalton,

Surrey and is believed to earn his living as a 
self-employed language teacher. 

Other former Croydon nazis, like John 
Merritt, who built a reputation in his early 
teens for being intimidatory and violent 
before refining his politics in the NF, have 
also become active again. Merritt’s wife is 
active in animal liberation circles and is 
believed to be one of a number of conduits 
for gathering information among anarchist 
and animal rights groups. 

Merritt’s role in defending BNP canvassers 
during the April 1992 general election cam- 
paign brought him rapidly to the attention of 
Combat 18, as he is a very brave street fighter 
and an inspiring leader to the younger mem- 
bers. Merritt is thought to be reasonably intel- 
ligent and has held managerial posts. 

But it is the very secretive John Cato, one 
of the people now responsible for the produc- 
tion of Redwatch, who has proved to be very 
interesting. Apart from Redwatch, Cato pro- 
duces on his own modern computer a nazi 
magazine called The Oak. This publication, 
which hides behind a box number in 
Gravesend, Kent, is one of the purest national 
socialist products appearing in this country. 

Cato, a weedy 26-year-old, is married with 
three children and lives in Palmer Avenue, 
Gravesend. His very youthful appearance 
conceals his fanaticism for the cause of 
national socialism. He runs one of a number 
of national socialist book clubs in Britain that 
are linked to Dr William Pierce’s National 
Alliance in the USA. Pierce is a former asso- 
ciate of Lincoln Rockwell, the dead leader of 
the American Nazi Party, and is the author, 
under the pen name MacDonald, of the 
Turner Diaries, the book that inspired the cre- 
ation of the murderous American nazi group 
The Order. That book has spawned a number 
of sequels with the intention of inspiring the 
creation of nazi underground terror groups 
across the world. Cato has also been a close 
contact of Harold Covington. 

Most of these book clubs also distribute 
such educational publications as US army 
sabotage and bomb manuals. Cato and his fel- 
low entrepreneurs clearly see a ready market 
in C18 for such information. Searchlight 
researchers tailed him to AEG in Dartford, 
where he works. 

Another key figure in C18 who straddles 
both the BNP and Ulster loyalist camps is 
Steve Martin, who lives on the Stamford Hill 
estate in north London. Acquitted by the 
courts in Scotland after his alleged involve- 
ment in Ulster Volunteer Force gun-running 
activities, he returned to London under some- 
thing of a shadow in loyalist circles. 

Martin has left the UVF far behind him and 
is now a fully fledged member of the UDA. 
His hard work for the loyalist cause in recent 
years and his activity for C18 in the past 12 
months has put him among the top ten opera- 
tors in C18. 

Martin, who works as a delivery driver for 
a brewery company, is often seen arriving at 
C18 activities carrying a sports bag. We won- 
der what the bag contains? 

Rob “The Pig” has managed to keep his 
surname very much to himself. Rob is seen 
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by most people in C18 as Charlie Sargent’s 
chief lieutenant. Their association appears to 
go back a long way, both inside and outside 
the far right. Rob is thought to live in north 
London and has recently been one of the 
main people involved in setting up the BNP’s 
new Camden and Islington branch. 

Nicky Cooper, a former NF activist, comes 
from Newham, east London, where he has 
built up a reputation for racist violence. He 
also is known internationally as a football 
hooligan who was deported from Sweden. 
Cooper earns his living as a window cleaner 
and is a potential threat to the Jewish commu- 
nity as the firm he works for cleans the win- 
dows of a number of Jewish establishments. 
Cooper boasted he was among the gang who 
beat up a group of Jewish students in Camden 
last year. 

One of the most sinister figures running 
with C18 is Phil Edwards. Although he gave 
the police a Woolwich address when he was 
charged with threatening behaviour after the 
Thamesmead BNP march in May 1991, he is 
known to live in the Catford area of southeast 
London. 

Two days after Edwards was seen with 
Charlie Sargent and C18 guarding David 
Irving’s rally at International Student House 
in central London in July 1992, he was 
charged with the attempted murder of a man 
in a pub in south London. Despite the serious- 
ness of the alleged offence, Edwards has been 
seen with C18 on a number of occasions 
since then. He took part in the anti-Irish 
demonstration in the West End a couple of 
months ago and before that he was among the 
C18-led mob of nazis counter-demonstrating 
against a memorial march through Eltham by 
the family and friends of the murdered Asian 
teenager Rohit Duggal. 

Charlie Sargent has boasted that his friend 
Edwards will never be convicted as they had 
visited the scene of the crime and threatened 
potential witnesses with serious violence if 
they should testify against him. 

Edwards, who is about 30, is a keen street 
fighter. His reputation preceded him from the 
British National Socialist Movement into 
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Edwards with racist rioters at 
Eltham 1992, while on bail for attempt- 
ed murder. He walked free after a key 
witness failed to appear in court 


C18. He was the man pictured in Searchlight 
seriously assaulting the photographer David 
Hoffman outside South Africa House on 
Remembrance Sunday in the late 1980s. 

In the course of Searchlight’s investigation 
into Combat 18 the level of non-political 
criminality among its leaders has become 
very evident. For instance one young activist, 
whom our photographer captured on film 
before Charlie Sargent ordered his lackeys to 
assault him last year, is a known cocaine 
addict and dealer with a thriving trade in 
London’s West End. Charlie clearly likes to 
keep in touch with his old business of drug 
pushing. 

Another C18 errand boy is the rotund 
Stephen Wheatley from the Grange Estate, 
Letchworth, Hertfordshire. Wheatley turned 
up at the trial of Searchlight’s editor Gerry 
Gable last summer glaring at witnesses and 
making a general nuisance of himself. He 
scampered away to his rat hole after being 
told this was no way to behave in a court of 
law. 

But Wheatley, who has recently been seen 
acting as a minder for C18 video and photo- 
graphic teams, is no stranger to either court 
rooms or the police. In 1978 Searchlight 
reported on ten weeks of violence in Britain. 
One incident mentioned involved a young 
Stephen Wheatley. He and a group of his 
National Front mates had tried to set fire to a 
house of an Asian family, threatened them 
and thrown bricks through their windows. 

They were arrested after telling a police- 
man late one night: “Don’t go into Park Street 
tonight, mate. We are going to hit it again, 
just stay away. It’s for the good of the coun- 
try, scaring off Asians.” When they appeared 
in court in St Albans it was learned that 
Wheatley was in breach of probation and had 
previous convictions for criminal damage, 
burglary and breach of the peace. He was sent 
to prison for nine months. 

However, we hear he has recently been 
playing on the other side of the street, as a 
police informer in the Home Counties. It is a 
pity the police appear not to have asked him 
about Combat 18. 


Combat 18's 


he arrival on the British nazi 
scene of the secretive paramili- 
tary terror group Combat 18 
should come as no surprise to those of 
our readers who have charted the 


course of the British far right over the 
past 35 years. 


During the infamous Notting Hill race riots 
in the late 1950s, John Tyndall, the present 
leader of the British National Party, was 
active in a racist terror group called the White 
Defence League. Before the riots were over 
Kelso Cochrane, a young black man, was 
dead. His killers were never brought to jus- 
tice, although the fascists were to boast that 
they were responsible. 

By 1960 Tyndall was jackboot deep in the 
paramilitary Spearhead organisation, a secret 
inner core of the original British National 
Party. Spearhead transferred its allegiance to 
the National Socialist Movement, which 
Colin Jordan and John Tyndall set up in 1962. 
By the end of that year, after an anti-fascist 
infiltrator had revealed their bombing prac- 
tices and military training, they had been 
rounded up and four of the leaders, including 
Tyndall and Jordan, were sent to prison. 

After his release Tyndall could not stay 
away from guns for long and by the mid-six- 
ties he was back in prison for the unlawful 
possession of a handgun and ammunition. 

The Jewish community in London had been 
subjected to 34 arson attacks, which led to the 
death of a 19-year-old theological student and 
the crippling of another. A number of nazis 
who belonged to the National Socialist 
Movement and Tyndall’s splinter group, the 
Greater Britain Movement, were sent to 
prison for up to six years, after three trials at 
the Old Bailey that resulted from the work of 
Searchlight intelligence officers. 

The court heard that at least three active 
commando units were being fed centrally 
with intelligence on the Jewish community, 
from which they were able to target buildings, 
including synagogues and schools. They had 
links with serving army personnel and ex-ser- 
vicemen, who were stealing military equip- 
ment for their operations. 

The sentences caused such a ripple of fear 
throughout the British far right that this type 
of centrally organised violence, based on 
coordinated intelligence gathering, was 
shelved. 

The National Front in the 1970s, under the 
leadership of John Tyndall, saw the creation 
of a praetorian group around the leader, 
which became known as the Honour Guard. 
But its activities were limited to disrupting 
film and theatre shows, sermons and Labour 
and Liberal party meetings. 

When Tyndall recreated the British 
National Party in the early 1980s, a short- 
lived operational group known as STAG was 
formed. Some of its members were involved 
in serious assaults on political opponents in 
which weapons were used. 

It was the Leader Guard of British 
Movement, a nazi organisation that had 
evolved out of Colin Jordan’s NSM, which 
was to set the pace in bringing together an 


roots in Britain’s paramilitary right 


inner core of fighters who could conduct a 
range of activities from beatings to bombings. 
Their training was directed by the military 
wing of Column 88, a highly secretive nazi 
intelligence, counter intelligence and paramil- 
itary operation, which experts now believe to 
have been a honey-trap organisation con- 
trolled by British intelligence. 

Again Searchlight played a leading role, 
working with the national press and televi- 
sion, in revealing the Leader Guard’s plans 
and operations and by the early eighties the 
organisation was in disarray. 

By the mid-eighties it had become a small 
highly secretive band of fanatical national 
socialists known as the British National 
Socialist Movement, led by Danny Tolan 
from southeast London. Their influence per- 
vaded the nazi skinhead scene in London and 
brought them into contact with young men 
who were both nazi and criminal. 

Throughout the eighties Searchlight and 
people working with Searchlight had passed 
to the authorities information about illicit 
caches of guns and infiltration of territorial 
army units, which continued despite the 
efforts of military intelligence. Only recently, 
the son of Albert Chambers, former boss of 
the Leader Guard, was sent to prison for the 
possession of what the court was informed 
was a very sophisticated weapon -— a type of 
gun used by the SAS — and a large quantity of 
ammunition. 

Richard Chambers left school in east 
London with nine O-levels. Today he lives in 
Greenwich southeast London and is a self- 
employed stockbroker, earning £2,500 a 
month. It was his second conviction for illic- 
itly handling a weapon. In March 1991 he 
had been fined £1,200 for the possession of a 
sawn-off shotgun, three special rifle bullets 
and a shotgun cartridge. 

In the mid-eighties Colin Jordan published 
a statement in the journal of the League of St

George calling for a two-tier approach to 
political activity in Britain. He said: “A strict 
separation of the personnel of the overt from 
those of the underground activities is abso- 
lutely essential.” The statement sounded 
alarm bells to those closely monitoring the far 
right. It was a clear appeal that some nazi 
activists should become part of an under- 
ground resistance to democracy. 

Searchlight believes that during the middle 
to late eighties serious efforts were made to 
construct an organisation that would cross far 
right party boundaries and produce a quality 
of intelligence that could be reliably acted 
upon. Only the exposure of these plans in a 
number of issues of Searchlight inhibited its 
creation. 

One British National Party member was 
fanatically imbued with the idea of creating 
such a force. Tony Wells, alias Lecomber, 
alias East, has served a three-year prison term 
for exploding a nail bomb and possessing 
electronic detonators and hand-grenades. He 
is currently serving another three-year sen- 
tence for a cowardly attack with a bunch of 
his fellow gangsters on a Jewish schoolteach- 
er on the London underground after a BNP 
rally. After serving just over a year of his 
sentence, he is already being allowed home 
visits. 

Special Branch monitored a tour Wells 
made in summer 1991, in which he visited 
BNP branches and met representatives of 
other far right groups in an effort to set up a 
national network of “activists”. Certainly as 
early as 1986, on the day when Anti-Fascist 
Action was launched, Wells had brought 
together nearly 50 street fighters from a num- 
ber of nazi organisations in an attempt to 
attack delegates. The fact that the police and 
AFA had advance knowledge of his plans, 
through Searchlight intelligence, turned the 
raid into a personal disaster for him and once 
again set back the grand plan. 

But by the late 1980s the nazis were mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to test their ability to 
gather intelligence on their perceived enemies 
and act upon it. Searchlight’s believes firmly 
that the bombing of the car belonging to an 
Asian race relations officer in Luton in that 


Typical of C18’s violence and lack of 
intelligence is the case of the Snell family 
in Ashfield Avenue, Birmingham. The 
brains of C18 thought this was the home 
of Professor Michael Billig, one of the 
world’s foremost authorities on the psy- 
chology of racism and fascism. In their 
eyes he had committed a cardinal sin 
nearly 20 years ago by _ allowing 
Searchlight to publish one of his booklets 
on the subject. 

Professor Billig left Birmingham many 
years ago and the Snell family live at his 
old house. The first Searchlight knew of 
the problems the Snells were experienc- 
ing was when Birmingham CID contact- 
ed Professor Billig. They felt that the

abuse and harassment the Snells were 
getting might be directed at Professor 
Billig rather than the Snells themselves. 

The harassment started in a rather 
inane way with the delivery of unwanted 
goods and catalogues and ended with an 
envelope postmarked Coventry (and we 
know who lives there, don’t we) contain- 
ing a razor blade. 

By this time Mr Snell had become very 
suspicious and was not injured by it, but 
handed the offensive missive to the 
Birmingham police who are now carrying 
out a forensic examination. 

This is just one of several instances 
where C18’s nazi dickheads have got it 
completely wrong. 
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period was a dry run for the future. For more 
than two months the officer was shadowed by 
at least two people working for nazi intelli- 
gence and her home and office were under 
surveillance. 

One evening, while she was at a social 
function, her car, which was parked outside, 
was firebombed. There was no attempt to 
injure her — the plan was to see if they could 
build up a picture of her movements and hand 
over the information to a controller, who 
would then issue orders to a strike team to 
carry out the attack. The police investigating 
the incident independently gained almost 
identical information to Searchlight. 

In June 1990 Searchlight, working with the 
Sunday People, revealed the existence of a 
400-strong British Ku Klux Klan organisa- 
tion. This was the Klan’s first successful 
attempt at setting up a paramilitary organisa- 
tion in Britain. It involved people in the terri- 
torial army and at least one man serving at a 
Royal Navy nuclear training establishment,

arold Covington arrived in 
Britain in autumn 1991 in 
order to bring together hard- 
line British nazis from the various 
rival organisations and form a new 
group with eyes set firmly on a terror- 


ist agenda. 


Covington has spent his life in vari- 
ous American nazi and racist groups, as 
well as a number with international con- 
nections, fomenting violence against 
blacks and Jews. His presence in Britain 
was kept a closely guarded secret. 

But in spring 1992 Searchlight moles 
inside the British National Party drew 
our attention to a circular marked “con- 
fidential” from Covington to his “racial 
comrades” in the BNP. He was com- 
plaining that his covert newsletter 
Airstrip One had become known to 
Searchlight, the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, Special Branch and the Home 
Office. 

In fact this was the first Searchlight 
had heard of it and by issuing this circu- 
lar Covington had shot himself in the 
foot. We immediately traced his Post 
Office box number 2258, London E10 
to a house in a quiet street in Leyton, 
east London, where Covington occupied 
a downstairs front room. 

The room contained a computer 
which Covington was using for his 
operations here. Searchlight moles 
learned that he had been in the country 
for about 6 months and was studying 
computer technology in the London 
area. The circular made it clear that he 
also had to work and he was planning to 
be in Britain until October 1992. He 
boasted that, because he held European 
Community citizenship, through his marriage 
to an Irish national, he could not be deported 
if he had a showdown with the authorities. 

The circular emphasised that he did not 
intend to become involved in United 
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The June 1992 
exposed Covington’s presence in Britain 


and its members were often also in the British 
National Party or the nazi skinhead Blood and 
Honour movement. It carried out several 
cross-burnings and synagogue daubings, but 
faded after the exposure of its leader’s con- 
victions for sexual molestation of little girls 
and gun-running in the USA. 

The growing internationalism of the far 
right has brought together both passive and 
extremely violent organisations and individu- 
als from all parts of the world. Since German 
reunification and the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, nazism and right-wing violence have 
returned to the agenda in mainland Europe. 
Terror groups are developing across the 
world, from the USA and Canada to Sweden 
and South Africa. The British nazis did not 
want to be left out. 

What they needed was a catalyst to forge 
unity between those who had their eyes firm- 
ly set on a terrorist agenda, those who were 
capable of gathering intelligence against the 
nazis’ perceived enemies and those who 


could command fear and respect among a 
select band of street fighters from whose 
ranks terror commandos could be recruited. 

We believe that in the summer of 1991, at 
one of the annual international gatherings — 
possibly the Hess memorial weekend in 
Germany or the nationalist jamboree in 
Diksmuide in Belgium — the disparate sec- 
tions came together with Harold Covington. 
An American nazi of more than 20 years’ 
standing, Covington proudly boasts of his 
architectural role in the Greensboro massacre 
in North Carolina in November 1979. 

That autumn Covington, who has European 
community citizenship through his Irish wife, 
came to England, under the cover of studying 
computing, and set up Combat 18. His links 
with nazi terrorists, such as VAM (White 
Aryan Resistance) in Sweden, indicated the 
seriousness of his intentions. Because he was 
independent of all existing British nazi organ- 
isations, he was able to be the long-awaited 
catalyst.

Kingdom politics. This was clearly directed at 
anyone from Special Branch, the Home 


Office or Searchlight who might read it, in 
order to divert attention from the real reason 
for his presence, namely to set up a paramili- 
tary organisation. 

Searchlight’s further discovery of a letter 
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issue of Searchlight, 


which 


from Ben Klassen, the leader of the Church of 
the Creator in the USA, to John Morse, then 
editor of British Nationalist, the BNP’s 
monthly newspaper, reinforced our concern 
about his presence. Klassen and Covington 
are old rivals on the far right in the USA. 


Klassen pointed out that Covington had 
been involved in the Greensboro, North 
Carolina massacre in 1979 and went on to 
record Covington’s travels, after he fled 
America in the wake of the killings, to 
Ireland, Rhodesia and South Africa. But one 
of the most startling elements of the Klassen 
letter was a well-founded statement that 
Covington was very friendly with cer- 
tain elements in the American nazi 
movement who were close to the provi- 
sional IRA, such as Sean McGuire. 

Searchlight exposed Covington in the 
June 1992 issue of the magazine and 
informed the appropriate authorities of 
his presence, suggesting that here was a 
clear subject for the provisions of the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act. Shortly 
afterwards Covington, pursued by the 
media which Searchlight had briefed, 
packed up his bags and left. 

Covington, minus his famous beard, 
was gone, but not before we saw evi- 
dence in his communiqués that he was 
in touch with VAM, the Swedish nazi 
terror group, which has a habit of rob- 
bing banks and armouries and with what 
Covington termed the international 
brigade of young nazis fighting in 
Yugoslavia. His final boast was that his 
very modern computer equipment 
would enable him to circulate efficient- 
ly the results of his work in Britain and 
Europe. 

Since then, Covington’s box number 
in Raleigh, North Carolina has been one 
of the main contact points for Combat 
18 in Britain. 

Covington has moved between nazi 
organisations, Klan groups and paramil- 
itary operations in the USA for more 
than 20 years. He has written a number of 
books, the most notorious being The March 
Up Country. This book was written after the 
arrest and imprisonment of the leaders of the 
American nazi underground organisation, The 
Order. It was a primer for those who would

But Covington has not only frequented the 
nazi underground world. In 1980 he got him- 
self onto the Republican party ticket in North 
Carolina, where he stood for the post of state 
attorney-general and polled 56,000 votes, 43 
per cent of the poll. 

He has become known for his claimed 
adventures in Ian Smith’s Rhodesia and South 
Africa during his long odyssey after the 
Greensboro killings. But it is the Greensboro 
massacre for which he nazi will be best 
remembered. 

On 3 November 1979 an anti-racist demon- 
stration was proceeding through the streets in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, when a convoy 
of cars containing a united force of nazis and 
Klansmen drove into town. Covington was at 
that time head of the National Socialist Party 
of America, but he had organised an alliance 
with several North Carolina Klan groups, 
calling it the United Racist Front. In broad 
daylight they opened the boots of their cars, 
took out an assortment of weapons and 
opened fire at close range, killing five anti- 
fascists and wounding a further nine. 

Covington, cunning as ever, was not pre- 
sent at the scene of the crime. During the 
investigation into the brutal slayings it 
emerged that six weeks beforehand 


Covington had written a threatening letter 
saying: “We nearly killed some of your peo- 
ple at China Grove — we had it all worked out 
with the cops, that if you were dumb enough 

. we’d waste a couple of you and none of 
them would see anything.” There are those in 
Combat 18 who cannot wait to emulate the 
butchery that took place in 1979 in North 
Carolina. 

Charlie Sargent, one of Combat 18’s top 
dogs, has done everything in his power to 
prevent us making the connection between 
Combat 18, Covington and his Dixie Press 
box number. In fact it was one of the earliest 
details we were able to substantiate, but we 
chose not to reveal it in the early stages of our 
investigation in order to keep Combat 18 off 
its guard. 

Searchlight received two letters purporting 
to come from Covington posted in Britain. 
They were clearly sent to try and confuse us 
over where Covington was holed up. 

While World in Action was making its 
exposé of Combat 18, it obtained US televi- 
sion film showing Covington leaving the 
courtroom where some of the Greensboro 
killers were on trial, boasting that the nazi 
movement was prepared to kill again. But not 
here, Mr Covington. 
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Learning the lessons of insecurity 


r I im Scargill is one of the better known 

figures on the British anarchist scene. 

Last year, while Scargill was a senior 
member of Class War, Searchlight received a 
telephone call from a man calling himself 
Tim Wright, who said he wanted announce a 
new Anti-Fascist Action group in the maga- 
zine. The group would cover Redhill in 
Surrey. 

We told him that Anti-Fascist Action in 
London would have to check him out first. 
He rambled on for some time about being in a 
position to get information about nazi activi- 
ties in the Croydon area. 

We found out later that the caller was in 
fact Tim Scargill. Although AFA members 
tried to meet him for several months, he 
dodged facing them. 

Since then, Scargill has broken away from 
the Class War federation. He has set up his 
own bulletin, which has been a vehicle for 
spreading false information about Combat 18. 
Scargill is considering contesting the 
Newbury parliamentary by-election, which 
would increase further his public profile. 

Two years ago a Searchlight mole reported 
that Scargill was holding meetings with Paul 
Ballard and other south London nazis, partic- 
ularly from the Croydon area, and suggesting 
to them that they should target an anarchist 
bookshop for an arson attack. It became clear 
that although Scargill had told his anarchist 
comrades that he had once been in the 
National Front, he had not revealed the 
strength and continuing nature of his connec- 
tions with the nazi right. 

As well as being a member of the NF, 
Scargill had also joined Ballard and other 
C18 activists in British Movement and had 
been part of the notoriously violent white 
activist group based in Croydon in the early 
and mid-1980s. The wife of John Merritt, 
another violent C18 nazi, has also had regular 


Police hit C18 


Last month Searchlight reported that 
the Nottinghamshire police had round- 
ed up a number of key British National 
Party members in the county who had 
strong links with Combat 18. They were 
charged as a result of violent physical 
attacks and telephoned death threats to 
people whose names and addresses had 
appeared on Combat 18 hit lists. 

One of the lists seized by the police 
had been put together from the names 
and addresses of people who had signed 
an anti-nazi petition in Northampton- 
shire last year. A member of the Anti- 
Nazi League, who had been collecting 
signatures, had been attacked and beat- 
en on his way home. His bag, which 
contained the petition forms, was stolen. 

This provides a clear demonstration 
of C18’s methods. Another man arrest- 
ed in Nottinghamshire was found to be 
in possession of large quantities of 
drugs, three firearms and ammunition. 
The cases are now sub judice.

contact with Scargill through her animal lib- 
eration activities. 

Scargill has all the hallmarks of a sloppy 
nazi infiltrator into the broader anti-fascist 
movement or a state agent provocateur. He 
advocates violence against fascists while at 
the same time he has encouraged the fascists 
to attack anarchists. His circulation of what 
he claims to be lists of C18 members could 
lead to undisciplined elements in the anti-fas- 
cist movement carrying out attacks on indi- 
viduals — which might suit both the fascists 
and the authorities. 

Searchlight has examined some of the lists 
and found them ludicrously inaccurate, to the 
extent that they can only be deliberately false. 
We believe that as many as six different docu- 
ments are now in circulation of which we 
have some and would welcome copies from 
readers of any others. 

C18 has used a number of methods to gath- 
er what the nazis call “intelligence”. Most has 
come from reading the black and Jewish 
press, and bulletins and publications of organ- 
isations like the Anti-Apartheid Movement 
and various left-wing organisations. They 
have also carried out some strategic break-ins 
and have beaten people over the head to 
snatch their briefcases. 

It is clear, however, that as many as half the 
names, telephone numbers and addresses in 
the Redwatch bulletins are out of date not by 
weeks or months but by more than three 
years. A typical case is Ken Livingstone’s ex- 
directory home telephone number, which 
turned out to be three years adrift. Some peo- 
ple who were said to have organised particu- 
lar events turned out never to have been in the 
part of the country concerned. 

There are clearly strong lessons to be 
learned about the open availability of person- 
al details on people who are likely to become 
targets of extremist groups. 

One of the reasons Searchlight put so much 
emphasis on winkling out nazis working in 
government offices over the past year was to 
cut off C18’s source of information from 
computers and files. Jim White, a former 
Customs and Excise officer whom 
Searchlight exposed, has been hanging 
around Charlie Sargent since C18’s inception. 

The failure of Marc Wadsworth, a leading 


member of the Anti-Racist Alliance, to make 
it widely known that he had lost names and 
addresses when his home was burgled some 
time ago is the kind of inactivity anti-fascists 
can do without. People must put aside their 
own embarrassment and own up to such mis- 
fortunes to protect their colleagues. 

Since Searchlight first learned of the exis- 
tence of C18 and its connection with Harold 
Covington, a game of cat and mouse has been 
played out. Charlie Sargent was convinced 
that Searchlight’s agents inside the far right 
had got no more than a sniff of his criminal 
activities and his overseas connections. By 
only hinting at C18’s existence and deliber- 
ately misnaming the organisation Redwatch, 
after its bulletins, in some issues last year, we 
were able to induce a false sense of security 
among Sargent and his inner circle. When 
people received threats, we merely advised 
them to warn their colleagues and pass any 
tapes of threatening telephone calls to the 
police. 

The Guardian published a story of orches- 
trated threats against the black community a 
couple of months ago, but was unable to 
explain C18 or identify its leaders and mem- 
bers. Searchlight has turned away several 
inquiries from national newspapers and tele- 
vision programmes, in order to work with 
World in Action and focus on our effort to 
expose as much of this terroristic organisation 
as possible. 

After more than 30 years of investigations 
into the criminals of the far right, Searchlight 
has built up what we believe to be an almost 
unique ability in this area of anti-fascist and 
anti-racist work. Searchlight takes a non-sec- 
tarian position, standing apart from political 
and ethnic factions. What we seek from oth- 
ers is their cooperation in passing to us as 
much detail as possible on terror groups like 
C18, so that it can be objectively analysed 
and delivered to a broad audience. 

Despite some bad experiences with the 
police in the past couple of years Searchlight 
believes that in the final analysis it is the 
police who will have to go and round these 
criminals up. Despite all the obstacles, we 
must seek common ground with those senior 
police officers who genuinely wish to remove 
these criminals from society.

Party and Combat 18 has led to some real 
soul-searching among the loyalist camp. In 
the past it was usual for the collecting tin to 
be passed around at nazi social evenings to 
raise a few quid for loyalist prisoners’ aid and 
for loyalist paraphernalia to be sold with the 
profits in most cases going to the same cause. 

With the drastic change in the leadership of 
the Ulster Defence Association in Northern 
Ireland, the restraints of the old leadership, 
most of whom are now dead or in prison, 
have been removed. The result has been open 
cooperation between the UDA and the BNP Gio uN :

That 
the authorities are taking this development 
seriously was clear from the level of police 
activity against the protesters. 

The Orange lodges and to some extent the 
UDA itself have generally not been racist.

Today, as a matter of expediency on both rally in 1992 
sides, the BNP and Combat 18 have come to 
a much closer and firmer working relation- 
ship with the London commanders of the 
UDA.

Several of the key players in Combat 18 are 
committed loyalists, from Charlie Sargent 
and his family at the top, down to some of the 
Glaswegian thugs he has imported into 
London to help guard David Irving’s meet- 
ings. One of Sargent’s main achievements 
was to bring in Eddie Whicker as a senior 
Combat 18 activist. Whicker, the former 
National Front election candidate and direc- 
torate member, did not join the BNP like so

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The ban on the UDA in Northern Ireland 
last year, which did not extend to the main- 
land, has given its supporters in Britain a 
mystique and a Robin Hood quality, which 
attracts all sorts of political adventurers main- 
ly because in the last six months it has 
become such a ruthless killing machine in 
Northern Ireland. Whicker has run an intelli- 
gence operation for some years, servicing 
successive UDA commanders in London, 
using teams of young men and women from 
the NF, BNP and British National Socialist 
Movement. They have photographed, inter- 
cepted the post of and trailed people they 
have deemed supporters of the IRA. Like so 
much of the far right’s intelligence, innocent 
parties have often been targeted. 

Another C18 loyalist is Steve Martin. 
Known as a young enforcer, his first loyalist 


connection was with the Ulster Volunteer 
Force before he moved on to the UDA. 

The UDA in London is now so totally 
adrift from its traditions and roots that there 
are strong suggestions that the London UDA 
commander might not be a Protestant at all, 
but born a Catholic. This would be nothing 
new in the history of the conflict in Northern 
Ireland, where both sides have traditionally 
taken in defectors. 

Since Combat 18’s formation, its leaders 
have pushed for a more hard-hitting role for it 
and the UDA on the mainland. Talk of bomb- 
ing premises and vehicles belonging to 
alleged republicans has been high on the 
agenda. The real purpose of Combat 18 and 
UDA on 30 January was to create a high level 
of street disorder and that night “torch 
Kilburn”. Only a preemptive strike by the

police prevented this plan being carried out. 

What has become absolutely clear from 
Searchlight’s investigations of Combat 18 is 
that the loyalist politics of people like 
Sargent, Whicker and Martin come well 
before their adherence to groups like the 
BNP. If, for example, the UDA ordered 
Sargent not to carry out racist attacks, he 
would comply and disobey any request from 
the BNP to the contrary. 

It is also evident that Sargent’s supporters 
in some of the football gangs, like the 
Chelsea headhunters, include both Protestants 
and Catholics. While they are prepared to 
give Sargent their support on the basis of old 
times’ sake and the memory of old street bat- 
tles together around the football grounds, 
some of them are already refusing to go out 
on racist activities and clearly the Catholics 
may be reluctant to get involved in anything 
that is purely loyalist. 

Searchlight’s analysis is that Sargent and 
Whicker are able to recruit so effectively for 
the UDA, not so much because their follow- 
ers believe in the Protestant ascendancy but 
because they offer an excuse for violence. 
Clearly it is “hooligans rule OK”. 


Terror across the sea: C18’s friends in Sweden

and the so-called Storm network 
have been hooked up to their British 
friends for several years. The main 
lines of contact run through some of 
the most criminal and violent elements 
in the British nazi landscape, not least 
Ian Stuart Donaldson’s bonehead 
Blood and Honour organisation. 

As early as 1988, Donaldson was in touch 
with Peter Rindell and Goran Gustavsson, the 
violent leaders of the Sddertalje nazi bone- 
heads, giving them advice and putting togeth- 
er a deal to print their magazine White Rebel. 

This magazine, which was prosecuted for 
race-hate offences, was the forerunner of 
Storm. It anticipated the shift of the nazi 
boneheads away from being the cannon-fod- 
der of more orthodox fascist formations, like 
the Sverigepartiet and its successor, the 
Sverige Demokraterna, towards open advoca- 
cy of violence and a declaration of war 
against what they termed “ZOG” -— the 
“Zionist Occupation Government”. 

In line with this new turn, modelled inci- 
dentally on the US nazi terrorists of The 
Order, which the FBI smashed in 1985, the 
Swedish nazis began to look for likely targets 
for their violence. 

High on the list, as they openly proclaimed, 
were the entire political establishment, the 
police, the media and, above all, the Jewish 
community and anti-racists. 

Among the means to VAM’s end of “elimi- 
nating ZOG” in “a racial holocaust” are the 
gathering of weapons and the preparation of 
terror. The procurement of weapons started in 
earnest in April 1991 with an armed raid on a 
Stockholm police station, in which 36 power- 
ful Sig-Sauer automatic pistols were seized. 
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The spectacular arms raid was followed by 
a series of bank robberies in which the nazi 
terrorists netted almost £500,000, little of 
which has been recovered, The robberies 
resulted in the arrest and imprisonment of 
Klas Lund, the convicted killer at the head of 
VAM. More recently, Lund’s brother Stefan, 
also a VAM/Storm cadre, was jailed for five 
years for his part in a politically motivated 
bank raid. 

Klas Lund’s removal from the political 
arena was not the end of the story. On 20 
December 1991, some of his supporters 
bombed a Turkish-owned restaurant. Ten 
days later they bombed the Central station in 
Stockholm with a technically advanced 
device. The object was to secure Lund’s 
release. It did not succeed. 

But failure was no deterrent to these nazi 
fanatics. Within a year many of VAM’s top 
cadres were in jail for a variety of offences 
ranging from armed robbery to possession of 
illegal firearms. 

Among them was John Christopher 
Rangne, imprisoned for planning an armed 
robbery to finance VAM’s fantasies of under- 
ground war. Rangne’s name, and that of 
Stefan Lund, figured on the list of “White 
Power” prisoners published by Gary Lauck’s 
US-based NSDAP-AO and on the list issued 
monthly by the German Hilfsorganisation fiir 
nationale politische Gefangene und deren 
Angehérige (HNG), which supports nazi pris- 
oners both in Germany and internationally. 

The central organiser of the HNG, Ursula 
Miiller, is known to be involved in organising 
closer links between Swedish and German 
nazis. But the latest links also run back in the 
direction of Britain, towards John Tyndall’s 
British National Party. 

London and Stockholm were the scenes of 
an exchange of visits last autumn. Present in

London on 19 September, for David Irving’s 
Clarendon Club gathering, was none other 
than Nils Mandell, the veteran Swedish nazi 
bonehead. 

A few weeks later, in Stockholm on 30 
November, the BNP’s Milton Keynes organ- 
iser Richard Fawcus, whose wife is Swedish, 
surfaced at the Swedish fascist movement’s 
annual demonstration to commemorate King 
Karl XII. This was the occasion on which a 
bomb was planted near the gathering point for 
anti-fascist protesters. Luckily, the device was 
discovered. Had it gone off, there could have 
been a massacre. 

Fawcus, who is frequently seen in the com- 
pany of the band of thugs criminals and 
apprentice terrorists that calls itself C18, must 
have been well aware of the company he was 
keeping in Stockholm. Its nature had been 
spelt out very clearly in a letter from Harold 
Covington to his secret network in Britain on 
7 May 1992: “There is also an active ... low- 
level guerrilla campaign being waged in 
Sweden by our comrades there.” 


Combat 18’s German terror link 


he C18 terror squad has its 
German counterpart, the so- 
called ‘Anti-Antifa’, whose 
function is to gather intelligence on 
active anti-fascists and other political 


opponents and target them for violent 
attack and murder. 


The results are already evident. On 22 
January, Kerstin Winter, a 24-year-old anti- 
nazi activist from Freiburg, was killed by a 
parcel bomb which exploded as she tried to 
open it. Friends in her house at the time were 
lucky to escape with shock. 

On 3 February, Olaf Heydenbluth, a 23- 
year-old anti-fascist and member of the youth 
section of the Sozialistische Deutsche 
Arbeiter, was found hanged, after being 
wounded, in the bathroom of his flat in Suhl. 
Like Kerstin Winter, he had been the victim 
of numerous nazi threats. 

Though no further details have emerged 
about the perpetrators of these vile deeds, all 
fingers point in the direction of the neo-nazis 
of Anti-Antifa. 

One of the main errand boys for Anti- 
Antifa is Norbert Weidner, leader of the nazi 
Freiheitliche Deutsche Arbeiter-partei (FAP) 
in the Bonn/Rhein-Sieg area. 

A brutal thug who acts as an enforcer with- 
in the FAP for its local boss, Ralf Tegethoff, 
Weidner is a man who knows a thing or two 
about breaking the law, having been convict- 
ed for malicious wounding and grievous bod- 
ily harm. 

For the latter offence in 1991, he was given 
an 18-month suspended sentence and fined 
£8,500. In December 1992 he was fined 
another £580 for “disseminating propaganda 
of organisations hostile to the constitution”. 

Though his father has denounced his nazi 
outlook and activities, Weidner still lives with 
his parents, but generally feels more at home 
in the company of nazi thugs and criminals. 
He is a close associate of convicted criminals 
Christian Worch and Bela Ewald Althans. 

He also travels. Last August, Weidner was 
seen at the annual international nazi fest in 
the Belgian town of Diksmuide in the compa- 
ny of key nazis from several countries, 
including Britain, whose main interest was to 
gain access to weapons stockpiled by his 
political friends. 

The date of the Diksmuide meeting is sig- 
nificant. It followed the publication of the 
first German Anti-Antifa propaganda and pre- 
ceded Weidner’s public embrace of the terror 
scene. 

At Diksmuide there was fulsome discus- 
sion of an international “hit back” campaign 
against anti-fascists and Weidner was vocal in 
reporting the new initiative in Germany. 

This, however, only overlapped with simi- 
lar plans and activities already well under 
way in Britain. Nevertheless, the exchange of 
ideas and tactics and, above all, the contact 
were found to be useful all round. 

Separate groups of terror-inclined thugs 
and criminals were thinking along parallel 
lines. Diksmuide brought them together, 
enabling Weidner to report how German fas- 
cists had busied themselves with assembling

names, addresses, meeting places, 
tographs and video-film of anti-fascists. 

Central to the launching of the campaign 
among the key German activists was the lead- 
ing Hamburg nazi Christian Worch. Worch is 
the organisational brains behind the 
Gesinnungsgemeinschaft der Neue Front 
(GdNF), the cadre structure that coordinates 
Germany’s illegal nazi underground and 
guides the activities of a whole range of legal 
cover organisations. 

One of these organisations, Worch’s own 
Nationale Liste in Hamburg, published in its 
magazine, /ndex, in August 1992 seven pages 
of addresses and details, including pho- 
tographs, of anti-fascist social centres and 
bookshops in Hamburg, setting them up for 
violent attack. 

At least one of these premises was singled 
out for attack in the late summer of last year. 
The plan was to assemble a hit team from 
Cottbus, a nazi stronghold and the place 
where five British thugs from Ian Stuart 
Donaldson’s Skrewdriver went on the ram- 
page, resulting in their arrest. 

The assault team was to consist of members 
of the now-outlawed Deutsche Alternative.

The anti-fascist targets — and the Hamburg 
police — were alerted via a message from 
Searchlight and the nazi assault was called off 
suddenly. 

Shortly after the /ndex list was published, 
Norbert Weidner went public in the Bonn 
region, with a press statement from “Anti- 
Antifa Bonn”, informing the media and left- 
wing and anti-fascist publications that “the 
repression of the past years will be avenged.” 
The distribution of the statement — to all those 
whose addresses Weidner’s playmates had 
already discovered — itself constituted a 
threat. 

Worch and Weidner have continued their 
efforts and spread them further afield. 
Sources inside German neo-nazi ranks indi- 
cate that Weidner plans to visit his British 
nazi contacts later this year. As in the case of 
Richard Fawcus, family connections help: 
Weidner’s mother is English. 

International fascist tourism is the in thing 
and German neo-nazis are now increasingly 
moving around Europe. Behind the scenes 
and encouraging pimply youths like Weidner 
are veteran GdNF cadres and long-time asso- 
ciates of the late nazi leader Michael Kiihnen. 

Among these sinister figures on the Anti- 
Antifa scene are Kurt and Ursula Miiller, the 
“odd couple” from Mainz. These two long- 
standing activists hold some of the nazi 
movement’s most vital connections in their 
hands. Ursula Miiller, a would-be visitor to 
Scan-dinavia, is, for example, also the boss of 
the German fascist prisoners’ aid organisa- 
tion, the HNG. 

Since the Miillers assumed a directing role 
in Anti-Antifa in Mainz, the level 
of nazi violence against political opponents 
in the Rhein-Main region has escalated 
dramatically. 

Anti-Antifa is clearly a broad nazi front, 
which encompasses even ostensible political 
enemies. Weidner is a member of the FAP 
wing led by Friedhelm Busse, who, for fac- 
tional reasons only, hates the GdNF. This 
does not, however, stop him working closely 
with Worch, the fiendish originator of the 
idea and a man much admired by British 
National Party officers Richard Edmonds and 
John Peacock. 

Another key activist behind the scenes in 
Anti-Antifa is Christian Sennlaub, leader of 
the now-banned Nationale Offensive. A for- 
mer leading member of FAP, Sennlaub is sus- 
pected of having played a central role in incit- 
ing attacks on asylum-seekers’ homes. He 
was arrested recently in connection with con- 
ducting illegal activities. 

The police have also been active in raids on 
Anti-Antifa enthusiasts further south, in 
Baden-Wiirttemberg. In a swoop on a dog- 
owners’ club in Ketsch, near Mannheim, the 
police picked up Manfred Huck, chief of the 
Aktionsfront Nationaler Kameraden, which is 
yet another GdNF franchise operation over- 
seen by Christian Worch. 

The arrest followed raids in six towns a 
week before, in which police confiscated 
large quantities of illegal literature and anti- 
constitutional symbols as well as a haul of 
weapons. 
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The National Front has _ been 
condemned for helping create a 
climate of fear and intolerance in 
Hounslow. The Labour Group said the 
presence of the National Front “‘is not 
conducive to public order or 
maintaining racial harmony.” 


However Searchlight believes the NF is not 
responsible for the spate of serious racist 
attacks and arsons in the area in the last few 
months and that the Anti-Nazi League, which 
has also blamed the NF, has jumped on the 
bandwagon, misdirecting attention from the 
true culprits. 

The British National Party and Combat 18 
are also active in the area and the attacks bear 
all the hallmarks of these two organisations 


Man dies in 
arson attack on 
Asian family 


A 68-year-old man died after an arson 
attack on a neighbouring flat in an 
east London tower block. Police think 
the attack was racially motivated. 

The fire started on the 12th floor of Kelsen 
House, Stewart Street, Poplar, outside a flat 
occupied by a Bangladeshi family. The fire 
badly damaged the front door and gave off 
thick black smoke. 

William Wellman, a neighbour, collapsed 
after inhaling the smoke and was taken to 
hospital where he died later. 

The family had been threatened a few days 
earlier by a masked man. According to a 
Scotland Yard spokesperson, “He put what 
appeared to be the barrel of a handgun and a 
blade of a knife through the letter-box and 
said: ‘I am going to get you and your husband 
when you leave the flat’.” He warned them 
not to call the police. 

In Nottingham, a woman and nine children 
escaped from a blazing house in Ravenshead 
after a suspected arson attack. 

The woman, who is a relative of the 
professional snooker player David Singh, was 
woken up by a loud bang at 2.30 in the 
morning. She went downstairs and found the 
living room in flames. 

Martin Humphrey, a fire brigade sub- 
officer, said that the occupants had been “very 
fortunate”. All of them managed to escape 
before the fire brigade arrived. The blaze was 
so severe it had to be tackled by three 
appliances and four firemen in breathing 
apparatus. 

In spite of indications that it was an arson 
attack and that there was no other apparent 
reason for it, police do not at present appear 
to be treating the attack as racially motivated. 
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acting under a flag of convenience of the NF. 

Four young Asians were beaten up by 
gangs of white youths in January and 
February. 

In the first incident a man delivering an 
Indian take-away meal was kicked and 
punched by four white youths in a carefully 
planned attack. The food had not been 
requested by the occupants of the house to 
which the man was delivering it when 
attacked. The victim, who was in_ his 
twenties, was treated at Ashford hospital for 
head injuries and concussion. 

On 16 January two Asian teenagers were 
attacked as they walked through Inwood Park 
in the afternoon. One boy, aged 17, was 
attacked by seven white youths, armed with 
an iron bar, and hit in the face. When his 


friend tried to intervene, he was battered 
about the head, and required stitches. 

In Isleworth, two white youths beat up a 
17-year-old Asian, leaving him with a 
fractured skull, fractured cheekbone, a serious 
eye injury and bleeding behind the skull. 

The teenager was on his way home after an 
evening out with friends. The youths dragged 
him 50 yards along the pavement, behind 
shops in Mogden Lane, where they repeatedly 
kicked and punched him. The attack only 
ended when police arrived. The victim 
required treatment by a neurosurgeon at 
Charing Cross hospital. 

A teenager, charged with attempted murder 
in connection with the attack, has been 
remanded in custody at Brentford court. He 
cannot be named because he is under 18. 


Vinesh Chudasama is fighting against a decision to deport him back to India because his marriage 
broke down. Mr Chudasama arrived in Britain as a visitor in 1985 and met and married A British 
citizen the same year. In October 1985 he applied for permission to stay permanently on the basis of 
his marriage, but got no response from the Home Office. After several enquiries the Home Office 
admitted it had mislaid the file, but gave him 12 months’ extension to stay in 1987. 

Unfortunately his marriage broke down within those 12 months resulting in the deportation order. 
The Home Office is refusing to take into account its own delay in dealing with the initial application. 

Mr Chudasama works in a car manufacturing firm in Birmingham. He is a member of the 
Amalgamated Engineering and Electrical Union and an active member of his local community. He is 
being denied access to his four-year-old daughter because of his uncertain immigration status 


Railway track 
murder attempt 


A black youngster narrowly escaped 
death when a group of white youths 
pushed him into the path of an 
oncoming train. 


Mark Vowels, 17, of west London, was 
waiting on the London-bound platform at 
Southall, on the evening of 10 February, when 
he was racially abused by two white youths. 
As a train approached, a third youth pushed 
Mark on to the line. 

Although the train was only 40 feet away 
when he was pushed, Mark was able to roll to 
the side of the track and escape to the 
platform on the other side. 

He told reporters: “I was terrified. The train 
was coming right for me and I had to move 
very quickly. All sorts of things were going 
ee my mind. All I could think about was 

loved ones.’ 


Two Asian women on the opposite platform 
screamed when they saw what happened. 

Detective Sergeant Pople of the British 
Transport Police said: “Mark was hysterically 
frightened and in a state of severe shock, but 
the only physical injuries he suffered were 
bruises.” 

Detective Sergeant Pople described the 
attack as “cruel and cowardly” and said that 
those concerned might face charges of 
attempted murder. 

“These people must be caught,” he 
continued. “The possible consequences of this 
racial attack are quite horrific.” 

Mark was able to give a good description of 
two of the men, both of whom were aged 
about 19 to 20 and 5ft 9ins tall.

Refugee dies while 
in Pentonville 


A refugee detained in Pentonville 
prison died in a struggle with prison 
officers less than two months after 
arriving in Britain. An inquest has 
opened in London. 


Omasase Lumumba, 32, was the nephew of 
Patrice Lumumba, the first president of 
Congo (now Zaire) after independence. 
Patrice Lumumba, a socialist, was 
assassinated in 1961 and replaced by the 
dictator Joseph Mobutu, regarded at the time 
as more sympathetic to “Western interests”. 

Omasase Lumumba _ had lived in 
Switzerland for 10 years after fleeing his 
home because of political persecution. Other 
members of the family had been imprisoned 
and killed under the Mobutu regime. He had 
to leave Switzerland when his marriage to a 
local woman broke down, and he sought 
protection in the UK. 

Instead he was arrested and accused of 
being an illegal immigrant. He had been in 
Pentonville for three weeks while his 
application for asylum was processed. 

Omasase died while being held in the 
“control and restraint” position by at least 
five prison officers. A prison doctor said that 
the officers were still holding Mr Lumumba 
down on the floor when he arrived and found 
Mr Lumumba not to be breathing and with no 
pulse. 

However, prison officer Allan Evans 
denied a suggestion by counsel for the 
Lumumba family that the officers had got 
into a frenzy while restraining Mr Lumumba. 


Evans claimed that he was 
emotionally upset” at the death. 

Darren Lee, another prison officer, denied 
that he was “bouncing around” on Mr 
Lumumba’s back during the incident. 

Officer Andrew Jones said that Mr 
Lumumba had definitely been moved to the 
recovery position before the prison doctor 
arrived, even though he had not mentioned 
this in any of his three previous statements. 

Mr Evans claimed it was easy for the 
prison doctor to misinterpret what he saw. 

The inquest continues. 

@ An inquest in Manchester into the death of 
a man in police custody was adjourned after a 
police officer’s wife was spotted on the jury. 
The woman’s husband works at the police 
station where the man died. The jury was 
dismissed. 

The inquest is into the death of Leon 
Stanley, 33, who was arrested last November. 
He collapsed in his police cell at Stockport 
and died a week later from what police 
described as “self-inflicted injuries”. 

An independent autopsy, commissioned by 
his family, found that these injuries included 
a badly bruised face, a severely bruised neck, 
smashed knee-caps, flesh missing from the 
front of his toes, a deep cut over his right eye 
and grazed arms and legs. 

John Tummon, who has been monitoring 
the case for Manchester Council for 
Community Relations, said the case had wide 
implications for the black community. 

The Police Complaints’ Authority is 
investigating the case.

@“BURGLARY” 
ATTACK 

An attack in which a black family was 
forced to leave its home on a largely 
white council estate in Birmingham was 
treated by police as a burglary. 

Marcia Miller, 30, and her three 
children were forced to leave the home 
in Quinton after a campaign of 
harassment, culminating in the attack 
last November. 

Ms Miller said that two white youths 
in particular kept up a barrage of racial 
abuse and threats of violence. “At first I 
ignored the taunts of ‘go home nigger’ 
and got on with my life,” she said. “My 
boyfriend was living with us at the time 
but when he moved away I realised how 
vulnerable we were.” 

Marcel Scully, a council housing officer, 
said: “It is apparent this was more than a 
burglary. The entire contents of this 
house are entirely destroyed.” In 
addition, excrement and urine were 
daubed on the family’s clothes. 

The case has been taken up by the 
Harambee Advisory Centre and the 
Birmingham Racial Attacks Monitoring 
Unit (BRAMU). 

Birmingham council has offered to 
rehouse the family in another area.

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@SKINHEADS ATTACK GAY BAR 
Skinheads have attacked a gay bar in 
Birmingham, causing hundreds of 
pounds worth of damage. About half a 
dozen skinheads entered the city centre 
premises on 6 February and shouted 
obscenities at customers. Some of the 
boneheads then wrecked the toilet. 

An eye-witness said the thugs were 
there for about 25 minutes and it was 
“very intimidating”. 

A spokesperson for the Birmingham 
Coalition of Lesbian and Gay Rights 
said their refusal to call the police was 
because of distrust of the law in the gay 
community. 

The attackers are believed to have 
come from a skinhead disco at the 
Australian Bar in Hurst Street. 

Birmingham has one of the largest 
National Front branches in the country.

@HEADBUTT RETALIATION 

A bus driver headbutted a teenager who 
had racially abused him and spat at him 
when asked for the correct fare. 
Croydon magistrates decided that Colin 
Allen, 31, had been severely provoked by 
the 14-year-old. 

Solicitor Nigel Riley, speaking for 
Allen, said: “He has become used to 
abuse in his role as a bus driver, 
particularly racial abuse, but on this 
occasion it went much further, insofar as 
he was spat at.”

Derby — now 
police must act 


Despite a wave of racist attacks on 
Asian shops and a recruitment drive 
by the British National Party, Derby 
police are still keeping a low profile. 


The latest attacks, centred on Surrey Street, 
include an arson attack on the Curry Hut 
restaurant, which has been forced to close. 
Swastikas have already appeared on the steel 
grille which now covers the entrance. 
Previously, windows at the Curry Hut were 
smashed seven times in eight weeks. 

Sandhu Stores had a swastika sprayed on a 
window a few days after two windows were 
smashed. Other premises on the street, 
including a chemist’s shop and a carpet store, 
have been daubed with racist slogans. 

A police spokesperson said: “We are aware 
of the problems Mr Sandhu has suffered and 
are looking into this latest attack and a 
number of other incidents.” 

In an unfortunate phrase, the officer said 
they were always concerned when “any sort 
of racial tension boils over”. This suggests 
they see their role as referees between two 
warring factions, rather than catching criminal 
racists. Local anti-racists point out that the 
police seem to be putting more effort into 
arresting gay men in a local park. 

Fascist groups are active in Derby and the 
BNP has leafleted the Uttoxeter New Road 
area in a recruiting drive. 

Headed “Join Us!”, the leaflet says the BNP 
is “the only party that defends the rights of 
white communities under threat from foreign 
immigrants.” 

Police said they would investigate the 
leaflet if they received an official complaint.

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Rohit Duggal’s killer jailed 


The youth who stabbed the Asian 
schoolboy Rohit Duggal to death has 
been given a life sentence for murder 


Judge Bruce Laughland ordered Peter 
Thompson, 16, of Eltham, southeast London, 
to be detained during Her Majesty’s pleasure. 

Rohit, aged 16, was walking to a minicab 
office in July 1992 with a friend when they 
called at a takeaway shop. Thompson goaded 
Rohit into a fight and stabbed him to death. 

As far as Rohit’s family and the Greenwich 
Action Committee Against Racist Attacks are 
concerned, this is far from the end of the 
matter. Following the conviction of Rohit’s 
killer, there are a number of unresolved issues. 

In the first place people are still amazed that 
the magistrate’s court granted Thompson bail 
after he had been charged with the killing. 
GACARA quite rightly points out that many 
black defendants fail to get bail when they 
appear in court even on minor charges. 

Secondly, GACARA questions why the 


police investigation appeared to be limited to 
Thompson. Having secured the charge against 
him, were they then satisfied to leave the rest 
of the racist attackers alone? 

It became clear during the trial that one 
other person present, Kenny Bay, had struck 
the victim on the back of the head before 
Thompson stabbed him. Statements by 
witnesses suggest that Bay incited Thompson 
during the attack. 

When Bay gave evidence during the trial he 
admitted calling Duggal a “Paki”. In fact the 
jury complained to the judge over the use of 
racist language by some of the witnesses. 

Thirdly, the family and GACARA wonder 
why there was so little media reporting of the 
outcome of the trial. Is the life of a young 
black citizen worthless in their eyes? 

Finally, GACARA asks why _ the 
prosecution attempted to play down the fact 
that it was a racist killing and make it look 
like no more than a fight between two groups 
of young people. 


Pastor to sue police for assault 


A black minister and community 
worker is to sue police over alleged 
assault and false imprisonment. 


Reverend John Samuels, of Chorlton, 
Manchester, was handing out leaflets inside a 
betting office, urging young people to join the 
police, when a drugs raid took place. 

Reverend Samuels refused to let the police 
search him and was arrested. He was later 
released without charge, but had suffered a 
neck injury during the arrest.

His complaint is being investigated by the 
Police Complaints Authority, but Reverend 
Samuels has no faith in the Authority and has 
refused to make a statement. “I won’t have 
access to the police’s statement before the 
hearing and I don’t see why they should see 
mine — I’ll see them in court,” he explained. 

Reverend Samuels is a member of National 
Black Caucus and will be represented by 
barrister Peter Herbert, chair of the Society of 
Black Lawyers, in his action against Greater 
Manchester Police. 
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and murders, and to campaign for justice for Ashiq Hussain and his family. Mr Hussain, a 21-year-old 
taxi driver, was the victim of a brutal racist murder last September when he came to the assistance of a 
colleague who. was being racially abused by three passengers. As he walked to the car, one of the men 
opened the door, stabbed him and ran away. The man has been charged with murder and his brother 
and the third passenger have been charged with assault. 

At the committal hearing one of the accused hurled racist abuse at the victim’s uncle and tried to 


provoke a fight, right under the eyes of the police. 


Taxi drivers have become easy targets for racists. Three others have been murdered - Kuldip Singh 
Sekhon from Southall, Mohammed Sarwar from Manchester, and Jahangir Akhtar from Nottingham

I’ve hardly had a chance to sit down and 
write my column this month. The demand on 
Searchlight’s team of speakers, including me, 
grows all the time and we’ve been in 
Scotland, Warwick, York, Manchester, 
London, Surrey, Bristol and many other 
places recently. But there are some very inter- 
esting things to report. 

The South African publication Weekly Mail 
on 19 February reported that Eugene Terre 
Blanche, boss of the South African nazi-style 
AWB, had paid a visit to Britain recently. The 
journalist seemed to confuse the British 
National Party with the National Front, but 
the story itself is a gem. Apparently Terre 
Blanche, his second in command Ernie van 
der Westhuizen, a couple of self-appointed 
AWB generals and the odd “commandant” 
were on a tour of Britain and Belgium. 
According to the story they met John Tyndall, 
the BNP fiihrer, and “one of his executives, 
Barry Clark”, (who he?) to discuss fundrais- 
ing for the South African organisation. 

Since early last year the AWB has been in 
touch with more that 220 overseas sympathet- 
ic groups in an effort to raise money. Appeals 
for financial assistance for the AWB from 
“white nationalist comrades in Europe” 
appeared in the League of St George publica- 
tion League Sentinel. But it was not only 
money they were looking for. They were talk- 
ing about physical and military assistance to 
help stop the takeover of their country “by 
Black-Marxist forces and their Zionist 
financiers that are intent on destroying the 
White Race in Africa.” 

Other AWB officers visited the Greek fas- 
cist organisation, the Golden Dawn move- 
ment, but the best-laid plans of rats and nazis 
sometimes go awry. Tyndall, he of the ever 
open hand, must have thought that the old 
days, when the coffers of the NF and BNP 
were liberally filled with South African 
funds, were back again. Instead the jackboot 
was on the other foot and it was the AWB that 
was looking for loot. This, coupled with Terre 
Blanche’s penchant for erratic behaviour, did 
not go down too well with JT and the whole 
visit ended in tears. The newspaper report 
goes on to mention problems with visas, 
rumours of an illicit cross Channel trip on a 
fishing boat and a row with the hotel manage-

ment where the South African goons were 
staying. The paper claims that, in a fit of 
pique, JT suggested the AWB might be 
helped by taking a course in public relations. 

I’ve been thinking for some time of getting 
a lawyer to have a word with JT about the 
way he continues to sell tapes of party rallies 
where I was a key speaker during my days as 
a mole inside the BNP 12 years ago. Looking 
at Spearhead recently I noticed there was a 
good deal of plagiarism of some of my writ- 
ten work as well. Wouldn’t it be ironic if 
Searchlight’s funds were boosted through me 
getting a pay-off for copyright. 

It is nice to see Searchlight in some peo- 
ple’s good books at the moment. Sir Michael 
Day, the outgoing chairman of _ the 
Commission for Racial Equality, addressed 
the European Parliament’s Committee on 
Civil Liberties and Internal Affairs in 
Brussels on 24 February. Outlining the cur- 
rent situation regarding the far right in Europe 
and the role of Blood and Honour, the neo- 
nazi youth skinhead movement, he quoted 
Searchlight’s research as a source. 

Last month Searchlight received a surprise 
call from a Foreign Office official, who said 
he was dealing with arrangements for a visit 
from Ernst Uhrlau, head of the Hamburg 
Agency for the Protection of the Constitution. 
Mr Uhrlau had asked to meet three organisa- 
tions in Britain, the Foreign and 


Commonwealth Office, the Metropolitan 
Police Special Branch and Searchlight. This 
comes as a long overdue recognition of the 
steadfast work being done in Europe by 
Searchlight’s European’ editor, Graeme 
Atkinson. 

An invitation to Searchlight editor Gerry 
Gable to attend the Fairness, Community, 
Justice conference, organised by _ the 
Metropolitan Police and the Association of 
Chief Police Officers, at the Hendon police 
training centre at the end of February was a 
useful chance to meet 700 people from the 
police or community relations organisations. 
Gerry led a workshop on the use of existing 
legal provisions to combat racism and fas- 
cism in Britain and assisted in a second work- 
shop on the rise of the far right in Europe. 
Searchlight’s exhibition stand at the confer- 
ence was visited by more than 150 officers 
who took away copies of the magazine and 
profiles of our work. 

The characters from Combat 18 appeared 
incensed by the notification on the back of 
last month’s Searchlight that the searchlight 
was about to be turned on them at long last. 
The screaming and _ shouting on_ the 
Searchlight office answerphone is very use- 
ful, as the voices can be analysed and identi- 
fied. Thanks fellows. 

I'd promised myself that I would give the 
indomitable Larry O’Hara a miss this month. 
But there’s no keeping an idiot down. In dis- 
cussions with representatives of the Class 
War federation, in which views were 
exchanged about the activities of Mr Tim 
Scargill (see page 14), it was revealed that Mr 
Scargill and Mr O’Hara think the world of 
each other. So the saga of O’Hara’s far right 
connections continues: Patrick Harrington, 
Ian Anderson, Steve Brady and now Tim 
Scargill. 

As the months go by, it starts looking like 
the politics of the early 1970s have returned, 
with the far right of the Conservative Party 
playing footsie with the NF, Third 
Positionists and even some BNP officers and 
activists. Martin Webster, the NF’s former 
national organiser, was recently spotted at an 
anti-Maastricht meeting in Hammersmith at 
which Lord Tebbit was one of the main 
speakers. Has Webster has entered the ranks 
of the Conservatives like his former NF head- 
quarters manager and soul-mate Michael 
Salt? 

Salt seemed to want a bit of all the action. 
Working for Wandsworth council, he was an 
active member of NALGO and treasurer of 
the local Conservative association. Perhaps 
Webster has slipped into the ranks of 
respectable politics by using his middle 
names Guy Allen, something he has done in 
the past both in politics and in his business 
affairs. At the time of writing everyone is 
waiting to see who will represent the anti- 
Maastricht forces in the Newbury parliamen- 
tary by-election. It could prove to be very 
revealing. 

One of the more sickening activities of the 
nazis recently was the way they tried to wheel 
themselves in on the tragic death of Jamie 
Bulger. At least one well-known local nazi 
took part in the disgusting scenes outside the 
magistrates’ court, when a mob tried to attack 
the van carrying the two ten-year-olds 
accused of the murder. 
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Anti-fascist murder news blackout 


4 : : he name of MHoyerswerda 
forced its way back into the 
news at the end of February. 

After three days of fascist terror, it 

was announced that nazi political vio- 

lence had claimed a new anti-fascist 


victim, the third so far this year. 


Mike Zerna, an anti-fascist musician, was 
battered unconscious and had his own vehicle 
overturned on him. He suffered massive bodi- 
ly injuries and died a few days later. 

Zerna’s tragic death was the direct conse- 
quence of some of the worst violence seen in 
Germany when, on 21 February, a nazi storm- 
troop of at least 40 men launched a series of 
ferocious attacks on anti-fascists. The main 
target of the violence, which left at least one 
other person critically wounded, was a rock 
concert held by anti-nazis at a youth club in 
the city. 


As the international information bulletin 
Germany Alert reported: “The nazis began 
their rampage by storming the youth club 
where they beat and clubbed at least 50 per- 
sons with baseball bats and iron bars.” 

After getting away with this onslaught, the 
storm-troop moved on to smash anything or 
anyone that stood in their way, attacking for- 
eigners and handicapped people and trying to 
invade the homes of known anti-fascists. 

Police arrested six nazis in the incidents, 
which lasted 60 hours. One of them, who had 
a long record of convictions for brutal vio- 
lence, hanged himself in a police cell. 

These events only became known 36 hours 
after the nazi rampage subsided, thanks to 
what the chief police spokesman, Volker 
Lange, told news agencies was “a news 
blackout in order to prevent an escalation of 
violence between the right and the left”. 

Although this historic admission of official 


censorship found its way into one edition on 
24 February of the Frankfurter Rundschau, it 
was not in later editions and never appeared 
elsewhere, least of all internationally. 

It was not only the news media that were 
kept in the dark. Telephones were also cut off 
to prevent the news going beyond 
Hoyerswerda. Five Hoyerswerda anti-fascists, 
who for obvious reasons prefer not to be 
identified, reported their telephone lines dis- 
connected. 

When one of them complained, she was 
told by an official that her telephone was not 
faulty and would “work better when she 
learned to use it wisely”. It was a full three 
days before anti-fascists in Berlin learned of 
the seriousness of the situation in 
Hoyerswerda. 

Since the events, the federal government in 
Bonn has denied that it ordered censorship of 
any kind, despite the police admission. 


Election breakthrough for nazi REP 


Fascists have again made spectacular head- 
way in local elections in Germany, against all 
expectations. The scene of their success this 
time was the state of Hessen and its most 
important city, Frankfurt. 

The Republikaner Partei (REP), led by ex- 
Waffen SS man Franz Schonhuber, gained an 
average vote of 8.3 per cent in votes to elect 
district and city parliaments. 

This performance, which was built on a 
racist campaign to expel and deny rights to 
foreigners and blame them for growing crime 
rates, was markedly better for the fascists 
than in the last state elections in Hessen in 
1989, when they gained only 0.7 per cent, 
fielding fewer candidates in fewer areas. 

Anti-fascists had considered that the fas- 
cists were unlikely to climb over the 5 per 
cent hurdle needed to get elected, because of 
the sordid compromise, aimed at imposing 
draconian restrictions on the right to asylum, 
cooked up between the CDU-led government 
and the opposition Social Democrats (SPD). 

This sell-out, it was thought, would turn the 
attention of Germany’s growing number of 
racist voters back in the direction of the CDU 
and the SPD, thus temporarily neutralising 
the fascists. 

In fact the traditional mainstream parties, 
especially the SPD, lost heavily to the fascist 
onslaught. In Frankfurt, the SPD’s vote went 
down by 8 per cent and in its stronghold of 
Kassel by an astounding 20.7 per cent. 

Much of the fascist vote came from disaf- 
fected working-class voters — more than 33 
per cent in one Frankfurt working-class dis- 
trict. They have been deserted by the SPD, 
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which has moved to the right behind the CDU 
in a desperate attempt to limit the impact of 
the fascists. In fact the opposite has been the 
result: every rightwards shift of the main- 
stream parties legitimises the fascists and 
makes them more “acceptable”. 

The depth of the fascist development was 
highlighted above all in Frankfurt, where the 
REP polled more than 25,000 votes (9.3 per 
cent), winning 10 seats in the city’s 93-seat 
parliament and taking votes heavily from 
both the CDU and the SPD. The combined 
vote of the REP and its Deutsche Volksunion 
(DVU) and Nationaldemokratische Partei 
Deutschlands (NPD) rivals added up to 
35,232 votes. 

However, the vote in Frankfurt was not the 
worst of the picture. Percentages gained by 
the REP in the other main town in Hessen 
were: 


Bad Homburg 9.1 
Giessen 10.4 
Wiesbaden 13.9 
Hanau 14.0 
Offenbach 15.12 


Though the NPD’s votes generally fell or 
were transferred to the REP, it polled more 
than 20 per cent in its traditional stronghold 
of Wolfersheim. 

In the state as a whole the vote for the three 
ultra-right parties added up to more than 
273,000 (9 per cent) and dealt a heavy blow 
to those who thought that standing around in 
the streets with candles after the nazi atrocity 
in M6lln would expel the fascist poltergeist. 

The truth is that the so-called candle chain 
protests have had virtually no effect. Neither 


have the displays of hand-wringing by 
Chancellor Kohl and other politicians, which 
the Hessen vote has exposed as nothing more 
than cosmetic displays for foreign consump- 
tion. What would have been much more 
effective would have been a rigorously 
enforced federal ban on the whole fascist and 
neo-nazi spectrum. 

As was to be expected, the architects of this 
disaster — the CDU and SPD - expressed 
varying degrees of dismay and concern at the 
result but Ignatz Bubis, head of Germany’s 
40,000-strong Jewish community, made the 
most apposite comments. 

Expressing his disappointment at the fact 
that voters had ignored the warnings of the 
Rostock pogrom and the murders in Molln, 
Bubis spelled out that people had voted fas- 
cist not out of protest but out of agreement. 

The truth of Bubis’s statement was demon- 
strated by the fact that votes were cast for the 
fascists even though controversy surrounded 
their candidature from the outset. 

For example, in Kelsterbach, forged signa- 
tures, including that of a leading anti-fascist 
trade unionist, were found among the names 
of those who signed to get the REP on the 
ballot. In Hanau, Klaus zur Lienen, the REP’s 
leading candidate and city chairman, was 
forced to resign after his membership of the 
hardline neo-nazi GdNF was revealed. 

Postal trade union members who organised 
practical opposition by refusing to deliver the 
DVU’s election material were threatened with 
dismissal and their action outlawed in the 
courts. 

If there was any “protest vote”, it was 


expressed either by abstentions, which cut 
voter turnout by 5 per cent down to 71 per 
cent of the electorate, or by casting votes for 
the Greens, who gained 3.8 per cent in Frank- 
furt and 1.9 per cent in Hessen as a whole. 

The lurch to to the right in Hessen is anoth- 
er new low for Germany and represents a fur- 
ther plunge on the murderous downward spi- 
ral. The violence-filled politics of fascism, 
antisemitism and race hatred are now a defi- 
nite part of the political tapestry. 

The reactions, as opposed to the comments, 
of the German government since the débacle 
in Hessen, indicate how far Helmut Kohl and 
the CDU will go to adopt the policies of the 
fascists. Within 48 hours of the election, it 
was announced in Bonn that new regulations 
about foreign workers are being proposed. 

These draft proposals call for a tough new 
“Germans first” policy in employment and 
place rigorous obstacles to the employment of 
workers from outside the European 
Community in preference to Germans. 

Every move of this kind and every failure

of protests to address the central questions of 


racism, nazi terror and the German govern- 


ment’s complicity will only guarantee even 
bigger votes for the fascists in the future. 


Germany’s chief prosecutor Alexander von 
Stahl — who prefers to investigate anti-racist 
egg throwers than nazi petrol bomb throwers 
— now claims “the neo-nazis are under con- 
trol” and the chief danger comes from what 
he describes as leftist terrorism. 

In a remarkable statement, distributed by 
Reuters on 16 February, von Stahl said the 
number of right-wing attacks had dropped 
significantly but maintained that the “the left- 
ist Red Army Faction still has the personnel 
and logistics to carry out violence.” 

He claimed that the perpetrators of neo- 
nazi terror are “not organised, usually act 
spontaneously when drunk and in 70 per cent 
of cases are under 21 years old,” an argument 
used to justify his own inactivity and incom- 
petence during the past two years of nazi 
terror. 

Such threadbare reasoning is refuted almost 
every day with news of arrests of neo-nazi 
thugs who are very definitely organised. For 
example, Hessen radio reported on 9 March 
that two men have been arrested in Baden- 
Wiirttemberg for “involvement in a series of 
petrol bomb attacks on homes for refugees in 
October 1991”. 

Both men belong to the neo-nazi 
Aktionsfront Nationaler Kameraden, yet 
another part of the constellation of organisa- 
tions linked to the Gesinnungsgemeinschaft 
der Neue Front (GdNF), controlled by the 
leading Hamburg nazi Christian Worch and 
his Berlin counterpart Arnulf-Winfried Priem. 

These arrests follow a familiar pattern of 
nazi attacks, arrests, police raids and searches 
on homes. The searches reveal the evidence 
of nazi connections: swastika and imperial 
war flags, books, pamphlets and all manner of 
illegal weapons, including firearms and 
explosives. 

However, the authorities and von Stahl in 

particular still persist with the myth that the 
danger stands to the left. They are blind in the 
right eye. 
Though the level of violence has dropped in 
some of Germany’s 16 states during the win- 
ter months, it is significant that in one of the 
worst regions, Niedersachsen, police report 
no fall at all.

The terror 
goes on 


Searchlight’s European office is continuing 
to get frequent reports of nazi terror. With the 
help of German supporters and our good 
friends in the office of Bundestag member 
Ulla Jelpke, we monitored the following inci- 
dents involving racism, antisemitism and ter- 
ror actions in February. 

2 February. Hanover. The student organisa- 
tion of Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s Christian 
Democratic Union is found to be behind the 
distribution of antisemitic leaflets. Driise- 
witz. A 10-strong nazi gang beaten off in raid 
on refugee hostel. Wittstock. Nineteen cars 
badly damaged as a result of being sprayed 
with swastikas and nazi slogans. 

3 February. Berlin. Two neo-nazis arrested 
after trying to torch the home of a Vietnamese 
family. Solingen. Turkish mosque set ablaze 
in racist arson attack. Suhl. Anti-fascist 
activist Olaf Heydenbluth found hanged by 
fascists, the fourth nazi murder victim so far 
this year. 

4 February. Cologne. Fascist arson attack 
on homes of Turkish families. Three people 
injured and more than £70,000 damage. 
Halle. Building workers find box with 800 
grams of explosive close to home for asylum- 
seekers. 

5 February. Berlin-Prenzlau. Antisemites 
rip Jewish memorial plaque off wall. 

6 February. Bassum. Fifteen people injured 
in massive brawl following nazi bonehead 
attack on a _ discothéque. Frankfurt- 
Sachsenhausen. Five nazi boneheads armed 
with baseball bats and knuckledusters attack 
and beat foreigner in open street. Schwerin. 
Mob of fascist youths march on candle-lit 
anti-racist demonstration. Seventeen nazis 
arrested. 


7 February. Oebisfelde. Refugee centre 
completely burnt out in fire. Arson “not ruled 
out”. Miillheim. Turkish man injured in racist 
arson attack. Rostock. Forty nazi youths riot 
on board excursion cruise ship, The 
Warnemiinde, throwing lifebelts overboard 
and wrecking fittings. 

8 February. Waren. Three Romanian 
refugees attacked in public by fascist youths 
armed with a pistol. 

9 February. Stahlbrode. A 45-year-old 
Indian man is beaten unconscious by a gang 
of fascist youths, sustaining a fractured skull 
and eye injuries. Osnabriick. Turkish fami- 
ly’s home set ablaze as part of continuous 
racist terror against the family. 

10 February. Stassfurt. Policeman shoots 
Romanian dead in police station while 
allegedly “trying to escape”. Wrangelsburg. 
Nazi firebomb attack on refugee hostel. 
Schwerte. Home for asylum-seekers dam- 
aged in racist arson assault. 

11 February. Berlin-Lichtenberg. Twenty- 
eight-year-old Mongolian attacked and almost 
fatally wounded by knife-wielding nazi thugs. 

12 February. Diisseldorf. A Spanish man, 
resident in Germany for 25 years, narrowly 
escapes death after finding a bomb connected 
to his car’s petrol tank. A swastika and the 
message: “Foreigner, now it’s your turn,” are 
found nearby. Wernigerode. Fifteen-strong 
nazi gang storms youth club while police sit 
in their car and watch. Wust. Fascist youths 
wreck local pub. Cottbus. Nazis desecrate 
Red Army war cemetery. Goéttingen. Nazi 
boneheads attack driver and wreck his car. 

13 February. Calbe. More than 100 nazi 
hooligans, armed with baseball bats and steel 
bars, storm pub injuring one man seriously 
and completely destroying fittings. It is 
revealed later that the fascist onslaught was 
led by a 23-year-old member of an élite 
police squad. Dessau. Twenty-strong nazi 
stormtroop, brandishing small firearms and 
other weapons, attacks a discothéque. Several 
shots are fired and three guests badly injured 
after severe beatings. Schwedt. Three people 
wounded in street clash between nazis and 
anti-fascist youths. Miicheln. Refugee centre 
fully evacuated after nazi bomb-threats. 
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14 February. Ludwigshafen. Ten people 
badly injured and £210,000 of damage in 
fascist firebomb attack on Turkish grocery 
shop. Frankfurt am Main. Racists attack 
and almost kill 23-year-old Egyptian who 
is rushed to hospital with serious head 
injuries. 

15 February. Essen. Eighty-one refugees 
evacuated from hostel which is completely 
burned out. Police deny arson. Markisch- 
Buchholz. Jewish cemetery desecrated. 

16 February. Freiburg. Two Algerian 
refugees seriously wounded in attack by two 
fascists. Hardegsen. Firebomb raid on the 
home of Heidi Lippmann-Kasten, a leading 
Niedersachsen Green party member. 

18 February. Mannheim. US folk-singer 
Joan Baez turned away from two dis- 
cothéques after being told: “There are too 
many foreigners inside already.” 

19 February. Hoyerswerda. Weekend of 
nazi terror, including massive armed attack 
on a youth club. Member of anti-fascist rock 
band killed when crushed by overturned van. 

20 February. Klétze. Heavy street clashes 
between neo-nazis and anti-fascists. Apolda. 
Twenty-five nazis assault refugees who 
defend themselves in a battle lasting more 
than an hour. Bad Hersfeld. Town hall and 
Social Democratic Party mayor’s house 
daubed with antisemitic slogans after the 
local branch of the Christian Democratic 
Union distributes an antisemitic leaflet. 

22 February. Frankfurt an der Oder. An 
18-year-old Pole savagely beaten outside a 
supermarket by a gang of  neo-nazis. 
Fiirstenwalde. A black man, possibly a 
Zairean refugee, is found dead on a railway 
track. Police think he might have been thrown 
out of a train. 

23. February. Aschaffenburg. Brawl 
between Germans and foreigners on annual 
Carnival night. 

24 February. Taunusstein-Hahn. Failed 
attempt by fascists to set fire to refugee 
hostel. 

25 February. Berlin. Masked gang of more 
than 20 nazis attack, beat and almost stab a 
23-year-old Pole to death. Berlin. Thirty-one- 
year-old foreigner saved from death at the 
hands of nazi gang after passers-by alert 
police. Zeitz. Eight neo-nazis arrested after 
attacking police. 

26 February. Halle. Police prevent attack 
on refugee centre by 15-strong fascist troop. 
Berlin. Nazis disrupt stage performance of 
Clockwork Orange and cause violent clash 
with audience. 

27 February. Wernigerode. Police break up 
clash between neo-nazi___ Freiheitliche 
Deutsche Arbeiterpartei members and anti- 
fascists who gathered to protest at fascist 
meeting. Klétze. Police thwart attempt by 
nazi troop, some with swastika armbands, to 
storm and set fire to local pub. Kirchheim. 
Nazis fire flares through window of home for 
asylum-seekers. Gottingen. Thirty-five-year- 
old foreigner suffers serious head injuries in 
unprovoked attack by racists.

More than 4,000 Germans have flocked to 
join the country’s élite border guards, the 
Bundesgrenzschutz, in response to a call for 
1,600 new recruits to help patrol the 1,000 
kilometres of frontier with Poland and the 
Czech Republic. 

The response follows the biggest ever 
advertising and recruitment campaign by the 
Bundesgrenzschutz to build up units whose 
job will be to hunt refugees who cross into 
Germany illegally. They could also be used to 
break up anti-fascist demonstrations. 

The recruitment programme has met with 
criticism from the police trade union, the 
GdP, which labelled it “dangerous”, and out- 
right condemnation from anti-racists because 
it is likely to attract trigger-happy racists 
interested only in harassing foreigners. 

The precedents for the new force are not 
auspicious.There are demands that a similar 
auxiliary force, the 2,500-strong Freiwillige 
Polizeireserve (FPR) in Berlin should be dis- 
solved after disclosures that some of its mem- 
bers had engaged in drug trafficking, 
weapons smuggling, child sex, racial harass- 
ment and neo-nazi activity. 

An official preliminary investigation 
showed that, out of 206 reserve police scruti- 
nised, 89 had either a criminal or a fascist 
background and had, between them, commit- 
ted more than 250 offences. These are the 
people who help in “riot control” situations 
and guard synagogues and refugee hostels. 

The neo-nazis have freely admitted their 
penetration of the reserve police. Thomas 
Salamon, the Berlin spokesman of the fascist 
Nationaldemokratische Partei Deutschlands 
(NPD) boasted that his members are to be 
found in its ranks. 

Several reserve police took part in the 
founding conference of the Freiheitliche 
Deutsche Arbeiterpartei, which at that time 
was illegal in Berlin, and were also active in 
military training exercises. 

Five reserve police are helping the police 
with their inquiries into international arms 
smuggling after being caught bringing 
weapons and 11,000 rounds of ammunition 
into Germany from Switzerland. 

The fascist weapons connection may go 
some way to explaining the highly-organised 
theft on 26 January of 1.8 tonnes of dynamite 
hijacked from a German freight train — 
enough to blast every synagogue and refugee 
hostel in the country.

Police fail to find nazi 
killers 


One year ago, on 16 March 1992, Henrik 
Christensen, a Danish anti-fascist, was mur- 
dered by a fascist parcel bomb. His assailants 
are still unknown and the crime remains 
unsolved. 

The case remains open and the police are 
still seeking information. Maybe they should 
start looking further afield: to Sweden or 
Germany, where Kerstin Winter, an anti-fas- 
cist from Freiburg, was murdered under simi- 
lar conditions in January 1993. 


So far the Danish police appear not to have 
noticed or have ignored the similarities 
between the two killings, even though they 
routinely receive information on politically 
motivated crimes in neighbouring countries. 

Yet the “German connection” could pro- 
vide crucial clues to Henrik Christensen’s 
murder, because of the close collaboration 
between some German neo-nazis and their 
Danish counterparts. 

When police ransacked the offices of the 
Nationalistische Front at the end of Novem- 
ber last year, they found a death list contain- 
ing the name of the Sozialistische Arbeiter- 
gruppe, sister group to Henrik Christensen’s 
organisation, the International Socialists. 

The now outlawed Nationalistische Front 
has extensive links to the Danish nazi Partiet 
de Nationale (PDN), led by Albert Larsen, a 
former elected representative of the far-right 
populist Progress Party. The PDN is widely 
suspected by anti-fascists of having complici- 
ty in the murder of Henrik Christensen. 

The suspected terrorists of the PDN are not 
the only players on the Danish racist scene. 
Another big group is the Danske Forening 
(DF), which has made a tidy living out of 
libel actions against those describing it as 
racist. Its income source has now been cut off 
after two separate court decisions found the 
claim that it propagates racism justified. 

The DF is Denmark’s biggest racist outfit 
and has been able to claim a dubious 
respectability because of its use of legal pro- 
ceedings. 

The court decisions are not the party’s only 
setback recently. A local town council, in 
Hillergd near Copenhagen, had already taken 
the welcome step of refusing permission to 
the DF to hold meetings in public buildings. 

Regrettably the ban was circumvented 
recently by the formation of a pact between 
the DF and a right-wing group called 
Trivselspartiet, which holds one seat on 
Hillergd council, for the purpose of organis- 
ing a racist meeting. 

Thanks to the Trivselpartiet’s presence on 
the council, the meeting had to be allowed 
and took place with the active participation of 
uniformed Danish nazis, while the rest of the 
town council demonstrated in opposition. 

Successes like this are believed to lie 
behind recent physical attacks on Danes 
involved in solidarity work with refugees and 
a spate of threatening letters sent to Danish 
construction firms. 

The letters, which are sent by fax and 
signed by Kaj Vilhelmsen, leader of the fas- 
cist Nationalpartiet Danmark, warn firms that 
they “will have difficulties” if they accept 
contracts to build barrack villages for the 
Danish Refugee Council.

Mosque arsonist 
jailed 

A leading former member of the Belgian fas- 
cist Vlaams Blok (VB) has pilloried the party 
after announcing his resignation recently. 


Rob De Wispelaere was elected as a VB 
provincial councillor in Limburg in Novem- 


ber 1991 but walked out at the end of 1992 in 
protest at its virulently racist programme. 

De Wispelaere now says: “The Vlaams 
Blok is a sect where all decisions are taken by 
a handful of untouchables, namely Filip 
Dewinter, Gerolf Annemans, Karel Dillen, 
Roeland Raes and Xavier Buisseret. The 
elected representatives and ordinary members 
must only listen and obey in this dictatorial 
structure.” 

De Wispelaere’s revelations about the VB’s 
recruiting methods among boneheads are illu- 
minating: “It meant more money for the 
party, such that the magazine for elected rep- 
resentatives published a hit parade of local 
sections that recruited the most members.” 

One of Wispelaere’s star bonehead recruits 
turned out to be a man called Adelin Houben, 
who distinguished himself last year by writ- 
ing a letter to the Belgian interior minister 
saying: “Now it’s too late. RIP.” With the let- 
ter Houben enclosed a black-painted bullet. 

Among Houben’s other claims to notoriety 
is his involvement with the so-called Anti- 
Islamic Murder Squad, which, according to 
one of its leaflets, advocated the murder of 
migrants. 

Needless to say, Houben was a prime can- 
didate for police action. At the end of 
February he was convicted and jailed for 


Romper Stomper, a film by Melbourne writ- 
er/director Geoffrey Wright, chronicles the 
shabby and tragic last days of a neo-nazi 
skinhead gang in Melbourne’s western sub- 
urbs. Led by Hando (played by Russell 
Crowe) and Davey (the late Daniel Pollock), 
the gang spends its days alternately whining 
about the Asian hordes, getting pissed and 
terrorising local Vietnamese kids. In other 
words, it’s one big happy family. When 
Gabe (Jacqueline McKenzie), a disturbed 
young girl, enters the circle and begins an 
affair with Hando, the seeds are sown for the 
family’s destruction. It is almost as if 
Hando’s fears about outsiders are justified: 
it’s just that the really dangerous outsiders 
are each other. 

The unremitting violence has brought the 
film some considerable controversy. The 
Movie Show’s David Stratton called it “A 
Clockwork Orange without the intellect” and 
accused it of racism. The New South Wales 
Jewish Board of Deputies also expressed 
concern that the film’s graphic scenes of vio- 
lence might incite racial hatred towards 
Asian Australians. Geoffrey Wright rejects 
these fears out of hand. 

On the charge of racism, Wright is proba- 
bly in the right. The racism of the film is lost 
in a blur of fists: only the most obtuse could 
miss the point that, for these lads, indigna- 
tion at “being a white coolie in my own 
country” (as Hando says) comes a poor sec- 
ond to a punch-up. So it is in real life: while 
neo-nazi skins are obviously racist, it’s the 
thrill of living on the edge that keeps them 
in, not the theoretical minutiae of Nordic 
skull measurements and exegeses on the 
Protocols of Zion. 

Most of the violence in Romper Stomper

The Vlaams Blok has denied that he ever 
held a membership card but De Wispelaere 
has refuted this, saying Houben was a mem- 
ber of the VB until very recently. 

The VB’s name does not figure only in par- 
liamentary reports and press coverage of its 
members’ violent activities. It is also present 
on a semi-secret list of subversive groups 
compiled by the interior ministry and held by 
the Belgian gendarmerie. 

The list includes no fewer than 70 other 
organisations, including the Wiking Jugend, 
the banned terrorist Vlaamse Militanten Orde, 
the ex-Waffen SS _ Sint-Maartenfonds, 
Westland New Post, Compagnons du Christ 
Graal, Taal Aktie Komitee, Were Di, 
L’Assault, Agir and, lumped together in one 
bag, “skinheads”. 

The official line is that if an organisation is 
on the list its activities are monitored by the 
gendarmerie. The VB squeals that it is not 
subversive and Dewinter boasts: “With 
400,000 votes we are a fully-fledged party.” 

In fact the young would-be Belgian fiihrer 
need not worry because he knows that sympa- 
thy for his fascists is strong among the forces 
of law and order. 

This has been confirmed in a new book 


is directed at outsiders: Vietnamese, hippies, 
the propertied bourgeoisie. But at the film’s 
end the inevitable happens: gang members 
turn on each other. In real life, however, the 
troops of National Action, its openly neo- 
nazi offshoot, the Australian Nationalist 
Movement, and the lonewolf gangs of the 
Dane Sweetmans of this world, didn’t wait 
for the suspense music to start before they 
began culling their membership lists with a 
sawn-off shotgun or a baseball bat. 

Wright has captured this world very well: 
the basic cowardice, the grandiose half- 
baked theories and the shabby bedroom 
walls covered with maps and car photos. 
Russell Crowe as Hando is the most believ- 
able psychotic skinhead alive. This is a 
world of uninterrupted chaos and we’re 
about to be dragged into it, without explana- 
tion. 

Wright has also made an issue of this. 
“The film is more concerned with the audi- 
ence’s involvement with the characters after 
they’ve reached a point of no return, rather 
than the liberal tradition of: ‘let’s turn inside 
out the process of how the characters got 
this way’,” he said. “What we were doing 
was providing vicarious thrills with a serious 
theme, and that’s what some people find so 
disturbing about the film. It’s probably got 
more in common with a rollercoaster ride 
than something that is usually done. It’s not 
so much about thoughts as about feelings 
and I mean that in the most primitive way.” 

When one talks about primitive forms of 
expression in such matters, it pays to be cau- 
tious. Wright hasn’t been. Cinematically, 
there is much to be said for Romper Stomper 
and, even if the storyline falls down in 
places, Wright’s rollercoaster technique

analysing right-wing influence in the police. 
The book, There they come marching, by 
lawyer Jos van der Velpen, highlights support 
for the VB inside the National Sector Police, 
a so-called police trade union. 

The National Sector Police was less than 
enthusiastic about van der Velpen’s accusa- 
tions and tried to sue him, a move which 
came to grief when a court judge told the 
NSP’s president, Marc Buytaert, that the book 
tells the truth.

Racists fall out 


The Centrumdemokraten, the biggest racist 
party in the Netherlands, has hit the rocks 
with a big internal row about the personality 
of its boss, the lone Dutch fascist MP Hans 
Janmaat. 

Following a bitter public outburst in which 
Janmaat was described as a “hideous little 
man”, regional councillor Wim Vreeswijk, a 
Centrumdemokraten member since 1986, was 
unceremoniously drummed out of the party. 

Despite the public slanging match between 
Janmaat and Vreeswijk, the official reason 
given for Vreeswijk’s expulsion was his 
alleged close contact with the Vlaams Blok in 
neighbouring Belgium. 

Vreeswijk has now signalled his intention 
to align himself with the Vlaams Blok’s 
Dutch imitators, the new and still tiny 


Nederlands Blok, whose leader Alfred 
Vierling is another fugitive from the 
Centrumdemokraten. 


Vierling’s position as leader is by no means 
safe. Vreeswijk has already announced that he 
will campaign for his removal in a bid to grab 
control of the Nederlands Blok. 

Janmaat’s recent actions have taken on the 
appearance of a serious purge of any potential 
rivals. Another person expelled in March was 
Joop Glimmerveen, former chief of the open- 
ly neo-nazi Nederlandse - Volksunie. 
Incredibly, Glimmerveen was turfed out of 
the rabidly racist Centrumdemokraten be- 
cause he “refused to disown his racist ideas”. 

While members of the Centrumdemokraten 
have been fighting each other, their fascist 
rivals in the Centrumpartij °86 have been 
fighting on the streets with anti-fascists as the 
target. 

Two large groups of nazi boneheads and 
Centrumpartij °86 members clashed with 


police after attempting to disrupt anti-racist 
demonstrations in Rotterdam and the Hague 
on 20 February. 

Nineteen fascists were arrested for carrying 
a variety of offensive weapons and the 
remainder were escorted out of town. 
M@ Hundreds of racist and nazi computer 
games were seized in a big police swoop in 
Koekange, northern Netherlands, in February. 

In one of the games, the computer screen is 
filled with swastikas and the words “Raus 
Juden raus” as the player decides how many 
Jews and black people have to be shot. 

According to a _ justice department 
spokesperson, more than 10,000 of the 
games, which reportedly originate in the 
USA, had been delivered to over 200 shops 
throughout the Netherlands. Police were first 
alerted to the games after a wave of com- 
plaints from numerous towns.

The concrete dust from the bombing of the 
World Trade Center in New York City had 
just settled when federal agents from the 
Bureau of Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms 
stormed the compound of a little known reli- 
gious cult in Waco, Texas. 

The Bureau was attempting to serve search 
warrants on the Branch Davidians, as the cult 
is known. But they were met by a hail of gun- 
fire — including hand grenades and .50 calibre 
sniper fire, which pierced the federal agents’ 
body armour. When the federals finally 
retreated, they had suffered four dead and 16 
wounded. The Branch Davidians may have 
lost as many as ten dead in the gun battle. 

The Branch Davidians are a splinter group 
off the Seventh Day Adventists. Led by a 
man calling himself David Koresh, over 100 
men, women and children were still on the 
compound. Drawn from every walk of life 
and including both whites and blacks, the 
Davidians were preparing themselves for a 
final battle of Armageddon. But they were 
just one more group of heavily armed reli- 
gious fanatics which dot the map of North 
America. Knights of the Ku Klux Klan leader 
Michael Lowe, who also lives in Waco, never 
made a passing nod at their existence. 

On the front lines over 400 law enforce- 
ment officials settled into a prolonged siege. 
A phalanx of tanks, helicopters and armoured 
personnel carriers were poised for a final 
assault on the compound. Dozens of reporters 
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from every electronic and print media outlet 
were camped two miles away, waiting for a 
newsbreak. 

As Searchlight went to press, a bevy of 
white supremacists, calling themselves 
“Constitutionalists”, landed among the media. 
Aryan Nations leader Louis Beam was there, 
posing as a reporter for the California-based 
Identity tabloid, Jubilee. Richard Ortt, from 
nearby Richland Hill, Texas, circulated 
among the press. His Constitutional 
Foundation Association is busy building sup- 
port for Randy Weaver — who had his own 
shoot-out with federal marshals last August in 
Idaho. Koresh’s people hung a banner saying: 
“Send In CFA & Don Stewart’, but law 
enforcement agents kept the right-wingers at 
a distance. Gary Hunt came from Florida, a 
stack of racist propaganda in his hands. 

The biggest show was put on by Aryan 
Nations attorney Kirk Lyons, who held a 
press conference to announce that he was rep- 
resenting Koresh’s mother. He attempted to 
get a temporary restraining order placed on 
the authorities, but failed. Lyons, it seems, 
wants to shake off his reputation as a lawyer 
for neo-nazis by rushing to the aid of a dis- 
tressed mother of a man who considers him- 
self the Messiah. 

Reporters got the newsbreak they were 
looking for in Waco, but it was not long 
before another right-wing religious fanatic 
grabbed the headlines. This time 31-year-old 
Michael Griffin killed David Gunn, the doc- 
tor of a Pensacola, Florida women’s health 
clinic by shooting him in the back three 
times. 

Griffin was a member of a fundamentalist 
Christian anti-abortion group which called 
itself Rescue America. Last fall he had pulled 
his children out of area public schools, 
because he opposed teaching evolution and 
sex education. The Sunday morning before 
the shooting, Griffin “prayed” that Gunn 
would be “sent to Jesus”. 

After the shooting, John Burt, the local 
leader of Rescue America, opened a fund for 
the killer’s family, with barely a nod to Dr 
Gunn’s family. Burt was no stranger to right- 
wing violence. In 1986 he was arrested for 
invading a Pensacola health clinic, knocking 
down two workers and vandalising office 
equipment. 


Anti-choice leaders attempted to portray 
Griffin as a lone nutcase who got violent. But 
in nearby Montgomery, Alabama, Operation 
Rescue, one of the largest and most active 
far-right anti-choice organisations, had put 
out a “wanted” poster on Dr Gunn. Over a 
picture of him it read, “We need your help to 
stop Dr David Gunn.” 

During January and February, there were 
27 reported incidents of violence directed at 
women’s health clinics, including bombings 
and vandalism. There were 186 incidents in 
1992, up from 93 in 1991. Clinton’s election 
may have sparked an increase in violence, 
since it is unlikely that a completely anti- 
choice majority can now be formed in the US 
Supreme Court. 

The anti-choice violence is just one more 
sign that the Christian right has become more 
aggressive since the election. Now they are 
imitating the murderous violence of the Klan 
and nazis. 


To Russia with hate 


Nebraska neo-nazi Gary Lauck now claims 
the NSDAP-AO is financing a publication in 
Russian. Calling itself Our March, it is pub- 
lished by Ilya Lazarecki and his Union of 
Russian Youth in Moscow. Lauck is also 
advertising a bank account run by Michel 
Faci under the name Slavonie Libre in La 
Garenne Colombes, France. 

Ben Klassen moved the Church of the 
Creator from North Carolina to Wisconsin 
last year. Now it seems the COTC’s head- 
quarters is moving once again, this time to 
Florida, where Rick McCarty is the new 
Pontifex Maximus. 

If any of the young skinheads who made up 
the Wisconsin leadership doubted _ that 
McCarty is now in control, he published a 
March edition of Racial Loyalty reminding 
them that he had Klassen’s blessing and con- 
trol of the organisation’s copyrights. 
Furthermore, McCarty is ready to institute a 
purge by forcing everyone to re-apply for 
membership on a yearly basis. 

But whether it is Steve Thomas in 
Wisconsin or Rick McCarty in Florida who 
calls the shots, COTC’s Hitler-worshipping 
lunacy will remain a cesspool of racism and 
violence.

Skin meeting a success despite ban 


Ss we predicted in last month’s 
AX Searchlight, there has been a notice- 

able increase in activity by the extra- 
parliamentary extreme right. Early March 
saw a meeting of European skinheads in 
Paris, organised by Serge Ayoub, also known 
as Batskin, one of France’s most notorious 
neo-nazi skinheads. 

The meeting was called by Ayoub’s 
Jeunesse Nationaliste Révolutionaire, which 
published a leaflet beforehand calling for 
“white rebellion” against Jews and freema- 
sons. The European joint organisers were 
Blood and Honour, Deutsche Alternative and 
Veneto Fronte from Italy. 

Batskin had planned a day of activities for 
the faithful, with the aim of further uniting 
European skinheads. Leaflets widely dis- 
tributed beforehand advertised an outdoor 
rally, a gig and an indoor meeting. 

Anti-racist campaigners complained about 
these events and the police imposed a blanket 
ban. Some 70 skinheads were arrested on 
arrival in the capital, mostly for identity 
checks and drunkenness, although three were 
held for carrying offensive weapons — 
nunchukas. 

However, the meeting was hastily resched- 
uled at a secret venue outside Paris late the 
same night. Around 130 skinheads turned up 
to hear Ayoub and two Belgian speakers, the 
revisionist Olivier Mathieu and Hervé van 
Laetham, leader of the skin group Assault. 

This triumph for Batskin will doubtless 
increase his credibility among the shrinking 
French skinhead movement. He has been fair- 
ly unpopular in recent years, because of the 
fact that his distinctly middle-class mother is 
a high court judge and Batskin himself once 
tried to join the police. 


Nazis in the dock 


Two other well-known French neo-nazis, 
Olivier Devalez and Michel Lajoye, were in 
the dock just days earlier, charged with incite- 
ment to racial hatred. 

Devalez and Lajoye have been involved in 
publishing /’Empire Invisible, a French Ku 
Klux Klan magazine containing violently 
antisemitic articles and printed in Belgium. 
Sentencing has been deferred. 

Devalez is a militant neo-nazi with a long 
history of activity in France. He was previ- 
ously a member of the FNE, the forerunner to 
the violent Parti Nationaliste Francais et 
Européen. He was also responsible for found- 
ing Network COBRA, a support network for 
jailed neo-nazis. Devalez has tried to organise 
French skinheads in the past notably through 
his old magazine Rebelle Blanc. 

Lajoye also has a violent past, having 


received prison sentences for bombing an 
Arab bar some years ago and for hoarding 
arms. He too is a member of the PNFE. 


Anti-Gypsy pogrom 

Michel Sapin, assistant to the mayor of 
Nanterre, a Paris suburb, announced contro- 
versial plans to forcibly “transfer” several 
hundred Gypsies from his jurisdiction to a 
camp near Lyon. This was met with an outcry 
by the residents of Tholme, which is near the 
proposed camp. 

In scenes reminiscent of the Rostock 
pogrom, the local inhabitants blocked access 
roads and put up makeshift signs indicating 
their opposition to this “invasion”. Some 
people threatened to bring guns to protect 
themselves. 

In the face of such disgusting nationalist 
opposition, the prime minister was forced to 
intervene and announced that the plans to 
move the Gypsies had been dropped. 


Racism shock 


A major report has been published here con- 
cerning racism and xenophobia in France. 
The quoted statistics make shocking reading: 
40 per cent admit they are racist, 65 per cent 
say there are too many Arabs in France and 
79 per cent think racist attacks are sometimes 
justified by the behaviour of immigrants. 

The statistics on racist attacks and murders 
are mostly compiled from police figures, 
which when compared to other sources (such 
as anti-racist organisations) seem wildly 
underestimated, particularly as the police 
claim a steady fall in racist crime since 1980. 
While this is true, the fall is less than the 
police think. Last year there were at least six 
racist murders here. 

Most of the decrease can be put down to a 
falling off in activity by groups like PNFE 
and Troisiéme Voie and the shrinking of the 
skinhead movement. Most of the violence 
takes place in Ile de France (Paris region), 
Provence-Céte d’Azur (Marseille and Nice), 
Rhéne-Alpes (Lyon) and  Languedoc- 
Roussillon (Perpignan and Montpellier). 
These four regions are the main strongholds 
of the Front National. 

Racist activity by skinheads gets a special 
mention, with 104 racist crimes recorded by 
the police in 1992. Batskin’s shop Darkside, 
which opened eight months ago, is singled 
out as one of the key links for skinhead activ- 
ity, including the regular scuffles in the street 
outside between different skin factions. 

Corsica also receives special mention in the 
report, due to the increase in racist attacks on 
the island. In February a youth leader of the 
immigrant community was shot in the neck 


and seriously injured, while in the past year 
there have been numerous bombings against 
the Arab community. 


FN extortion charge 


The French national elections took place 
between 21 and 28 March and we will have a 
full analysis next month. The Front National’s 
official election manifesto included “300 
measures for the rebirth of France”, based on 
the programme it unveiled last November at 
its annual general meeting. 

Germaine Burgaz, a regional FN represen- 
tative, recently denounced “racketeering” by 
her party. All its election candidates must 
now sign a contract pledging that they will 
pay minimum dues of 180,000 francs 
(£21,700) if they win a seat. 

This hilarious new fundraising measure 
indicates the depths to which the FN will 
plunge itself in its desperate bid for power. 
Burgaz described the contract as Stalinist and 
refused to sign it. She was disciplined by the 
EN by being excluded for a week. 

The Front National raises the bulk of its 
money from subscriptions, sympathisers, 
charging entrance fees for meetings and dona- 
tions from wealthy patrons. 

Meanwhile, Jean-Marie Le Pen, the FN’s 
leader, is suing Jean Kahn, leader of the Crif, 
the French equivalent of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, for defamation and damages of 
100,000 francs (£12,000). Kahn accused Le 
Pen of incitement to racial hatred after linking 
Le Pen’s anti-Maastricht speeches last sum- 
mer with the pogroms in Rostock that took 
place at the same time. The court has reserved 
judgment.

ANTI-FASCISTS IN ACTION 


Searchlight’s exposure of the launch of a new 
Camden and Islington branch of the British 
National Party in Time Out last month led to 
an immediate reaction from London anti-fas- 
cists and anti-racists. 

The 50-strong meeting of the BNP which 
took place in the Drapers Arms pub, Islington 
had been attended by many old nazis who are 
now active in Combat 18 and by teacher 
Arthur New, the old Camden organiser. They 
had declared that, building on their success in 
the East End and southeast London, they 
would extend operations into what they 
referred to as the inner and north London “red 
boroughs”, Camden and Islington. 

BNP members had already carried out sev- 
eral sweeps through markets in Camden, 
Islington and Hackney. In Hackney they beat 
up four members of the Socialist Workers 
Party and, when they visited Camden on 20 
February, Combat 18 minders claimed they 
had “dealt with” a person who had com- 
plained about their presence. 

On 13 March, the day set for their street 
activities in Camden and Islington, they were 
faced with large numbers of anti-fascists — 
more than 200 outside Islington tube station 
and others in Hackney and Camden — and a 
large police presence. The acting police com- 
mander in Camden had promised, in the wake 
of Commissioner Condon’s famous anti-racist 
speech in February, that he would not allow 
these people to cause racial violence on his 
patch. 

There were one or two minor clashes 
between anti-fascists and Blood and Honour 
boneheads helped by a couple of Combat 18 
thugs wielding bottles, who had to run for it 
pursued by an angry crowd. At one stage 15 
nazis tried to come out of Islington station, 
but the size of the crowd and the prompt 
police action in closing the station exit result- 
ed in them taking the first train out. 

Reports from Hackney say that around 40 
BNP members ended up in the Shoreditch 
and Hoxton areas. 

The day was a good exercise in anti-fascist 
unity except for two minor hiccups. One was 
the reappearance, after some months, of the

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sweaty Mr Masterson and his four or five 
hangers-on trying to tell Islington’s anti-fas- 
cists, many of whom have a long record of 
fighting fascism, how to go about things. 
They gave him very short shrift. The main 
mark of dishonour on the day must go to 
Islington Anti-Racist Alliance who, faced 
with a local BNP activity, went off to another 
part of London. 

The following week Marc Wadsworth, a 
national ARA officer, told Time Out that its 
report of the new BNP branch was wrong and 
that nothing had happened on the day. How 
would you know, Marc? Like most of your 
members, you were legging it in the opposite 
direction. 

The Anti-Nazi League did a first rate job 
leafleting Islington in the run-up to the 
attempted BNP incursion, making the nazi 
nature of the BNP clear to local people. 

Rumours that Blood and Honour were to 
play a gig in Milton Keynes on the same day 
led to anti-fascists gathering in the town and a 
report that a minubus full of nazis was turned 
around on the road. Searchlight has not been 
able to confirm that a gig was planned but 
knows the National Front was intending to 
send a team from Birmingham as the party 
will be campaigning in the area in the May 
local elections. 

After everyone had dispersed an anti-fascist 
cameraman being accompanied to his car by a 
local person was attacked by a gang of nazi 
boneheads. The cameraman was not too 
severely beaten, but lost more than £2,000- 
worth of camera equipment, his credit cards 
and cash from his pockets. The young man 
with him was kicked and beaten with broken 
bottles and suffered serious injuries to his 
head, broken ribs and damage to his legs. The 
help of passers-by prevented the situation 
from becoming more serious. 

The police are investigating. The attackers 
are said to be in their twenties. One appears 
to fit the description of a well-known local 
Blood and Honour organiser who has a record 
of serious violence. 

Reports that Blood and Honour was intend- 
ing to hold gigs in Huntingdon and 
Gloucestershire appear to have come to noth- 
ing. Either the gigs were very small or public- 
ity in the local press and pressure from anti- 
fascists caused their cancellation. However, 
the anti-fascist movement should be on its 
guard against Blood and Honour putting up 
decoy events to allow them to hold concerts 
in other places. 

Attacks by nazi thugs are continuing in sev- 

eral parts of the country. Searchlight appeals 
to anyone with detailed knowledge of such 
attacks to contact us so that we can create a 
central pool of information about the level of 
violence and its perpetrators. This will mean 
demands for action can be backed up with a 
solid file of information. 
HM Good news from Bromley, Kent, where 
joint pressure from trade unionists and anti- 
fascists has brought about a ban on a National 
Front meeting planned for the end of March 
in the civic centre. In the past this council has 
banned the Campaign for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment from meeting on council premises, 
while allowing NF rallies to go ahead.
